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AN ACT TO AMEND THE CHARTER OF THE CITY OF NEW YORK.

Drie People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assem- 
Diy, do enmet as follows = 

‘Bee. 1. The Corporation now existing, and known by the name of 
“The Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty of the city of New York,!" 
‘shall continue to be a body politic and corporate, in factand in name, by 
‘Vie same name, and shall have perpetual succession, with all the grants, 
Powers, and privileges heretofore had by “The Mayor, Aldermen and 
‘Cunuitnonulty of the city of New York.” 

§ 4. Tho logistative power of tho said Corporation eball be vested in a 
‘Board of Aldermen and a Uoard of Councilmen, who together shall form 
the Common Council of tho city of Now York. 

§3. The Board of Aidermen shall consist of one Alderman to be clected 
From each district in the city and county of Now York, as hereinafter 
provided for, Tho members of the Board of Aldermen first elected under 
‘his petshall be classified as follows: ‘The Aldermen from districts having 
an odd numerical designation shall hold such office for the term of one 
‘year, and those from districts having an even numerical designation sha 
hold meh office for the term of two years. At all subsequent elections 
‘for Aldermen, they shall be elected for the torm of two years, 

G4. There shall be six Councilmen elected from each sonatorial distriet 
‘Ju the city of New York, ax the xame now are, or may hereafter be, con 

|, by geueral ticket, in each of said districts; and the persons su 
2 
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olected from each of sald xenatorial districts shall together form the 
Board of Councilmen for tho said city. The Councilmen shall be chosen 
for one yeni 

§5. No person shall be eligible to the office of Alderman or Couneil- 
man, who shall not,at the time of his election, be n resident of the district 
from which he 4s chosen. 

§6. Each Board of the Common Counoll shall haye power to direct a 
special election to bo held, to supply the place of any member whose 
oat shall become vacant by death, removal from the city, resignation, o 
otherwise, and in either case the person clected to supply the vacancy 
shall hold his seat only for the residue of the term of office of his imme- 
dinte predecessor. 

§7. The Bonrds shall meot in soparate chambers, and a majority of 
either shall be w quornm to do business, Each Board shall appoint a 
Prosident from its own body, and shall choose its clerk and other offloers, 
dotermin the rules of ita own proceodings, and be the Judge of the eleo- 
tion futurns and qualifications of its own members. ‘Board shall 
keep a journal of its proceedings, and {ts doors shall be |

§6- Bach Board shall have the authority to compel the attendance of 
absont members, to punish its mombers for disorderly belitvior, aud to 

xpol a member with the concurrence of two-thirds of the members 
looted to the Board ; and the member so expelled shall, by uch oxpuls 
sion, forfeit all his right and powers as an Alderman or Councilman, and 
no Aldorman of Councilman shall be questioned in any other place for 
any speech or voto in either Board, 

§9, Thestated and occasional mectings of euch Board of the Common 
Council shall be regulated by its own ordinances; and both Boards may 
‘moet on the same or on different days, as they may severally Judge expe- 
diont. 

§ 10. Any person holding office under this charter, who shall, during 
his term of office, ncoept, hold, or retain any other civil office of honor, 
trust, of emolument, under the Govorament of the United States, or under 
this charter, or who shall, during his said term of office, receive any feen 
or emoluments, directed to be paid by any ordinance of the Common 
Council, exoopt as i+ hereinafter provided, shall be deemed thereby to 
have vacated his office.

The 
Chief Engineer of the Fire Department shall be elected in the samo 
manner as ik now, or may horeaftor be, prescribed by law. Tho number 
of clerks to the departments shall be as fixed by the Common Council, 
who shall also fix the terms of all offices created by them under authority 
of law. 

§ 22. Thore ahall bo an executive department, which shall be denom- 
inated the“ Department of Finance," which shall have controt of all the 
fisoul concerns of the Corporation, and shall prescribe the form of keeping 
and rendering all city accounts; and all socounts, rendered to or kept 
in the other departments of the City Government, shall be subjeot to the 
inspection and revision of the officers of thiedepartment. It shall settle

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‘he another burean in the Department of Finance, to he called the * Au 
diting Bureau,” and the chief officer thereof shall be the “ Auditer of 
Accounts.” It shall revive, andit, ond sottle all accounts in which the 
city ls concerned ax debtor or creditor ; it shall keop an account of each 
claim for or against the Corporation, and of the #ums allowed upon onch, 
and certify the same, with the reasons for the allowance, to the Comp- 
troller, The Comptroller #hatl report to the Common Council, once in 
ailvety days, the name of every person in whose favor an account haw 
‘heen audited, with the decision of the Auditor upon the same, together 
with the final action of the Comptroller thereon. All moneys drawn 
from the city troasury xhull be upon vouchers for the expenditare thereof, 
oxamined aud allowod by the Auditor, and approved by the Comptroller, 
wnd filed in his office. 

§ 23. Thorw ehall be an executive department, which shall be denom-= 
inated the“ Streot Dopartment,” which shall have cognizance of opening, 
altering, rogulating, grading, flagging, curbing, guttering, and lighting 
streots, roads, places, and avenues; of building, repairing, and Nghting 
wharves and piers, the construction and repairing of public roads, the 
care of publio buildings and places, and tho filling up of sunken lots, 
‘ngder the ordinances of the Common Council. The chief officer thereof 
shall be called “ Street Commissioner.” There shall be a barean fn this 
opurtiient, the ehicf officer of which shall Ve called the “ Saperintend- 
ont of Wharves.” Thore shall also Wea bureau in this department, to 
‘be denominated the * Bureau of Repairs and Supplies,” which shall have 
cognizance of all repairs und supplies to public buildings, lands and 
places, and of all other nocessary repairs and nupplies, not provided for 
fo other departments; the chief offiver thereof shall be a practiont 
builder, and ho shall bo callod the '* Superintendent of Repairs aud Sup- 
plies." ‘There shall also be « bureau in this dopartment, to bo denom- 
inated the Bureau of Lamps ond Gas,” the chief officer of which shall 
be culled “ Superintendent of Lamps and Gas." The Chief Engineer of 
‘the Fire Department shall have a burean under the Street Department, 
and shall have charge of repairing fire ongines and fire apparatus, 
‘There shall be a borean In thie department, the chief officer of whick 
shall be called the “ Saperintendent of Roads.” There shall be a buream 
in this department for the collection of asscasmonts, and the chief officer 
‘Mioreof shall be ealled the * Collector of Assosemonts.”” There shall be 
& buroan In thix department for grading, flagging, curbing, and guttering 
wtroots, the chief officer of which shall bo called the “ Soporintendent of 
Street Improvements.” 

§ 4. There shall continue to be an executive department, under tho 
Aenomination of the“ Croton Aqueduct Bourd,"* which shall have charge 
of the Croton Aqueduct, and all atractares and property connected with 
‘the supply and distribution of Croton water in the clty of New York, and 
the underground drainage of the same; and the public sewers of aaid 
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city, and permits for street vaults, and of paving, repaving, and repairing 
strocts, anit digging and constructing wells; and the collection of the 
revonues arising from the sale of the Croton water, with such other 
powors and duties ax aro, or may be, prescribed by law. ‘The chief offl- 
core thereof shall be called the * Prosident, Engineer, and Assistant Com- 
mixsioner," who, together, shall form the Croton Aqueduct Hoard, and 
‘old thetr offices for five years. There shall be a burean in this depart- 
ment for the collection of the revenues derivell from the sale of the water, 
and the chief officer theroof shall bo called " Wator Registrar, 
‘There shall also be # bureau in this department for the laying of water 
pipes, and the construction and repairs of sewors, wells, and hydrants; 
paring, repaving, and repairing streets; the chief officer of which shall 
he called the “ Water Parveyor.!” 

$25. There shall continue tobe an executive department known as the 
* Almshouxe Depurtment,!* which shall have cognizance of all matters 
relating to the Almshouse and prisons of xaid city ; the chief officers 
heroof shall be called the “Governors of the Alinaliouse ;”” they shall 
take and hold their offices as provided by the act, entitled “An act to 
provide for the Government of the Almabouxe ond Penitentiary in the 
elty and eounty of New York;'' and be charged with the duties, powers, 


and respousibilities proscribed by thatact. All ordinary appropriations 
Intended for the support of the government of tho Almshouse Depart- 
ment, propored by the Governors of the Almshouso, shall, before the 
some ure foally made, be submitted by the Governors to a Board con- 


the Board of Connollmen, Mayor, and Comptroller, If said Board approve 
of the appropriations, {t shall immediately report the same to the Super- 
‘visors of the county of New York; if tt shall disapprove of the same, It 
shall return thom, with ebjections, to the Governors of the Almshouso, 
for thelr reconsideration; and in case the sald Governors shall, upon 
reconsideration, adhere, by a vote of two-thirds of all the Governors then 
in office, to the original appropriations, thoy shall retura them to the 
said Board, whose duty it shall be to report to the Supervisors. The 
Board of Eiucation shall also submit, in like manner, all appropriations 
required by it, and said appropriations shall be subject to all the pro- 
‘visions of this section, so far as the same may be applicable. 

$20, There shall be an executive department known as the ‘* Law De- 
Parhnent,!” which shall have the charge of and conduct all the law 
Dusiness of the Corporation, and of the depart thereof, and ail other 
Jaw business in which the city shall bo interested, when 40 ordered by 
the Corporation, and xhall have the charge of and conduct the legal pro- 
‘ceodings necessary in opening, widening, or altering streets, and draw 
Whe leasen; deeds, and other papers connected with the 
ment; and the chief officer thereof shall be called 
Corporation.” ‘There shall be a burean in this department, the chief 
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officer of which shall be denominated the “Corporation Attorney." 
‘There thal bo also a burcau in this departenent, the chiof officer of which 
xhil be ealled the “ Pablie Administrator.”” 

$27. There shall bo un exocative department known as the City In- 
spector's Departaent,”” the chief officer of which shall be the “ City 
Inspeetor,"* and shall have cognizance of all matters affwoting the public 
health, pursuant to the ordinances of the Common Counell, und the Law= 
fol requirements of the Commissioners of Health and of the Board of 
Toalth. There shall bo a bareau in the City Inspector's Department 
to be called the “ Burean of Sanitary Inspection and Street Cleaning, 
under the control of an officer named the «Superintendent of Sanitary 
Tnxpoction,” and who shall render uch services as by ordinance may 
attieh to said bureau in cleaning the streets, and in the abatement wad 
removal of nuisances detrimental to the public health in wald etty. 
There shall also be a bureau in this department to be known as the 
++ Bureau of Records and Statistics," and which shall be under the diree- 
tion of the Registrar of Records, and in which burenn shall be kept all 
records which may by law or ordinance be required to bo kept In sald 
department. ‘The Coroners in and for the city and county of New York 
ahall make return to the City Inspoctor of all inquisitions taken by them 
in the sald elty and county (excepting those charging homicide or 
folontous assault, which shall be filed with the Clerk of the Court of Gene= 
ral Sessions), ‘Thoro shall also be a baroau in this department for the 
inspection, regulation, and managemont of the public markets, the chief 
officer of which xhall bo Menominatod “Superintendent of Markets.!* 
Ani it eball be the daty of the Croton Aqueduct Departmont, at all 
times, to pormit the City Inspector to order the hydrants to be used for 
cleaning the stroets, provided that such uso shall not endanger the gon- 
eral supply of the Croton water, and shall be used under such regulations 
ag the Croton Aqueduct Board may prescribe. ‘The City Inspector shall, 
after the passage of this act, appoint such number of Inspectors and 
Soalers of Weights and Measures as now oF hereafter may exist, and who 
shall anooted to all the powers,and perform the datios, and recvive com= 
pensation ax now by law presoribed, and shall hold office upon the same 
terms as chiefs of bureaux. 

$28. It shall bo lawful for the Common Council of said city to extablieh 
sich other hureaux as they inay doom the public interest may require, 
and! to assign to thom, and to the departments and buresnx herein 
created, wach duties ax thoy may direct, not inconsistent with this wet, 
and the duties thereof shall be performed in accordance with the charter 
and Jaws nnd ontinancos of the city; but no expense shall bo inourrod: 
by any of the departments, of officrs thoreof, whether the object of ex= 
pendituro shall have been ordered by the Common Council or not, unless 
4n appropriation aball have been previously made coveriag such expense. 
And no member of tho Common Council, head of department, ehiof of 





Dureau, deputy thereof, or clork therein, or other officer of the Corpora- 
tion, shall be directly or indirectly interested in any contract, work, or 
busluess, or the sale of any article, the expense, price, or consideration of 
which I paid from the city treasury, or by any assessment levied by any 
Act oF ordinance of the Common Council; nor in the purchase of any 
real estate, or other property, belonging to the Corporation, or which 
shall be sold for taxes of asserwments, or by virtue of legal process at the 
‘fnit of the said Corporation. 

§ 23. ‘The Mayor, or either Board of the Common Council, may at any 
time require the opinion, in writing, of the head of any department upon 
any subject relating to Lis department, or any information posseused by 
him io relation thereto. And every hond of department shall report 
tm writing to the Common Council, quarterly, the state of his depart- 
ment, with such suggestion in relation to the improvement thereof, 
and to the public busiuess connected therewith, as he may deem ad- 


420, Te shall be the duty of the Common Council to provide for the 
accountability of all officers and other persons to whom the receipt or ex: 
penditure of the funds of the city shall be intrusted, by requiring from 
‘them safficient security for the performance of their dative or trust, which 
seonrily shall be annually renewed ; but the security first taken shall re- 
main tn foree until new security shall be given. 

§ 21. Anuaal and occasional appropriations shall be made by proper 
andinanoes of the Common Council for avery branch and object of city 
expeniitare; and no money shall be drawn from the city treasury exoept 
‘he same shall have bocn previously appropriated to the purpose for 
whieh it is drawn. 

§ 52, Until the Common Council shall othorwise direct, the existing or- 
‘Maances whall apply to the departments horoin mentioned, #o far ns the 
‘aime are applicable thereto and not inconsistent with this act. 

§.33. Tlie Common Council shall not have authority to borrow any sums 
of money whatever on the credit of the Corporation, except in antinipa- 
tion of the revenue of the year in which such loan shall be made, unless

§35. No tax or penalty shall hereafter be imposed upon or collected 
of any person, nor liconse required for Kelling, or exposing for sale, npon 
hia, hor, or thelr own premises inaid city, any wholesome article of (ood; 
nor for selling auch articles in auch partsof tho stroots of «aid city as may 
‘ho designated by the Common Counoil for that purpose. 

$36. The Clerk of the Board of Aldermen shall, by virtue of his office, 
‘vo Clerk of the Common Connoil, wad khall perform all the duties hereto 
fore porformed by the Clerk of the Common Council, except such as shall 
‘be weaigned to the Clerk of the Board of Councilmen ; and it shall be his 
duty to keep open for fnapection, at all reasonable times, the records and 
minntes of the proceedings of the Common Counell, except sach x aball 
be specially ordored otherwise. The Clerk of cach Board shall appoint, 
and may remove at pleasure, deputy clorka in his department, to the 
number authorized by ordinance. The Clerk of the Common Counell 
slull keep the seal of th city'; and his signature shall be necessary to all 
Joases, grants, and other documents, as under existing laws. 

$37. It shall be the duty of the Clerks of the reaper tive Boards to pub- 
lish all ordinances and amendments of ordinances which shall be passod, 
and also the proceedings, in tho nowspapors which may be employed by 
the Corporation, except euch parts as may requite eeoreoy; and whens 
vor a vote shall be taken in either Roard, upon the passage of an ordi. 
nance which shall contemplate any specific improvement, or involve the 
sale, dixposition, or appropriation of pnblic property, or the expenditure 
‘of public moneys or income therefrom, or Iny auy tax oF assosaroent, 
‘ach onfinance shall, before the same shall be sent to the other Board, 
and immediately after the adjournment of the Board at which tho same 
shall Have been pasaed, be published with the ayes and noes, and with 
the nates of the persons voting for and against the samo, in the news: 
papors etaployed by the Corporation, as part of the proceedings; and no 
ordinanoa which sball have passed one Board shall be acted upon by the 
otlier Board on the same day, unless by unanimous consent, except in 
cases of favasion, insurrection, rlot, or pestilence. 

§34. All contracts to be mnde or let by authority of the Common 
Council for work to be done or supplica to be furnished, and all aalex of 
personal property in the custody of the several departmonts or bureanx, 
shall be made by the appropriate heads of departments, under such regu- 
lations as hall be ostablishod by ordinances of the Common Counoil. 
Whenever any work is necessary to be done to complete or porfoct a 
particular fob, oF any supply tx noedfal for any particular parposo, which 
work and Job isto be undertaken, oF supply furnished, forthe Corporation, 
nnd the xevoral parts of the said work or supply shall together favolre 
the expenditure of more than two hundred and fifty dollars, the same 
shall be by contract, under such regulations concerning it as stall bo 





establixhad by ordinatico of tho Common Council, unless, by a vote of 
three-fourths of the members elocted to ench Board, it shall be ordered 
otherwise; und all contracts shall be entered into by the appropriate 
heads of departments, and shall b founded on sealed bids or proposals 
made fn compliance with public notice advertised in auch of the nows:

‘Aeation nd acknowledgment, beapprored by the Comptroller. All bids 
GF proposals shall be publicly oponod by the officers advortising for the 
wane, and in the presence of the Comptroller. Jf the lowest bidder 
shall noglect or refuse to accept the contract within forty-clght hours 
‘after written notice that the same has been awarded to his bid or propo- 
al, it shall bo re-advortisod and relet as above provided. All property 
sol under the outhorlty of the Common Council shall be sold at anction, 
‘after previous public notice, under the superintendence of the appro- 
priate head of department. Every contract, when made and entered 
into nx before provided for, shall be executed in duplicate, and shall be 
‘Mod in the Department of Finance ; « receipt for each payment made on 
‘account of, or in the satisfaction of, the same shall be indorted on the 
suid contract by the party receiving the warrant; which warrant 
hall bo only given to tho person interested in such contract, or his 
authorized representatire. The proceeds of all sales, made under and by 
‘Virtue of this section, shall bo by the officer recelying the sume Immo- 

Wiately deposited with the City Chamberlain, and the account of sales, 
‘Yerified by the officer making the sale, ahall be immediately filed tn the 
‘offite of the Comptroller, No expenditure for work or aupplies, involy- 
{ng an amount for which no contract is required, shall be mado, excopt 
‘the necessity therefor be certified to by the head of the appropriate 
epartment, and the expenditure be os authorized by the Common 


_§49. Every person, elocted or appointed to any office under the City 
Government, shall, on or before the Grat day of January noxt succesding 
each cleotion, or within five days after notice of xuch appointment, take 
‘and subscribe an oath or affirmation, faithfully to perform the duties 
‘of hls office; which oath or affirmation shall be filed ia the Mayor's 
omice, 

§ 40, Any officer of the City Government, or person employed in ite 
‘service, who shall willfully riolate or evade any of the provisions of this 
eharter, commit any fraud upon the city, or convert any of tho yoblie 
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property to his own uso, or knowingly permit any other person #0 to con~ 
vort it, shatl be deomed guilty of « misdemeanor, and, in addition to the 
penalties Imposed by law, shall forfeit his office, and be excluded forever 
After from receiving or holding any office under the city charter; and any 
person, who shall wilfully «wear falsely in an oath or affirmation re 
quired by this net, shall be guilty of perjury. 

GAL. All forries, dooks, pions, and slips shall be leased ; and all leases 
and aales of public property and franchises (other than grants of land 
under water, to which the owners of the upland shall have a pre-emptive 
right), shall bo made by public auction, and to the highest bidder, who 
will give adequate security. No leaso hereafter given (except ma the 
same may be required by covenants of the Corporation already existing), 
shall be for a longer period than tan years; wnd all ferry leases shall be 
revoouble by the Common Connell for mismanagement or neglect to pro~ 
ville adequate accommodations, All persons noquiring any ferry tessa 
or otlor franchise or grant under the provisions of this act, shall be 
required to purchase, at a fair appraised yaluation, the boats, buildings, 
ani other propatty of the former leasces or granteos, actually necessary 
for the purposes of such forry grant or franchise. Previous notice of all 
snlog referrod to in this section shall be given, under the direction of the 
Comptrolier, in the newspapers employed by the Corporation, and for 
thirty day {n each of the duily lewspapers so employed. 

§ 42. No money shall be expended by the Corporation for any celebra- 
tion, procession, or entertainment of any kind, or on any occasion, unlont 
by the votes of throo-fourths of all the mombers elooted to each Roand

‘Tie act of the Legislature, passed April 15, 1857, altered the mode in 
which the Board of Supervisors of the county of New York wore conat- 
tuted, and prescribed the annual selection, at the Chartor election, of 
twelve gentlemen to compose the Board, By a supplementary act, 
phsand April 17, 1858, tho terms of the Supervisors were continued, und a 
classification of the mombers ordered, which divided the Board into six 
classes, with terms varying from one to six years, each class to consist of 
one member electod and one appointed at the election first held ; and 
thereafter two Supervisors to bo annually chosen at the county election, 
fo serve for six years each.

The Peophe of thé State of New York, represented in Senate anid 

Assembly, do enact as follows : 

Bec. 1, The act entitled “ An Act to amend an act, entitled ‘ An Act to 
‘establish & Metropolitan Police District, and to provide for the govern- 
ment thereof,'"" passed April tenth, eighteen hundred and sixty, Is hereby 
amended In thio following specitied soctions, 40 ax to read as follows: 

§2. ‘The countion of New York, Kings, Westchester, and Richmond, 
and the towns of Newtown, Flushing, and Jamaica, in the county of 
‘Queens, are hereby constituted and territorially united, for the purpose 
‘of police government and police discipline therein, into one district,

THE NEW YORK SOCIETY LIBRAR 


IISTORIOAL SKETCH. 

The history of the New York Society Library commences with the 
year 1700, when the“ Public Library of New York was founded, the 
Earl of Bellamont being then Governor of the Province. 

‘The library thas organized appears to have gous on tnoreasing, and to 
have acquired considerable importance. Tn 1729 the Rev, Dr, Milling- 
ton, Reotor of Newington, England, bequeathed his libtary to the Seckety 
for the Propagation of the Gospel in Foreign Parts, and by this society it 
was presented to the “Public Library" of New York, "forthe axe of 
the clergy and gentry of New York and the neighboring provinees,!” 
The whole collection of books was placed in charge of the Corporation 
of the city. Occasional reference ix made to the library in the proceed- 
ings of the Common Council ; but it appears to have suffered from want 
of attention and management until 1754, when an ussoclation of geatle- 
men was formed for eatablishing a public library. On the application ef 
these gentiomen the books they had collected were jacorporated with 
the public library, and the whole ylaced woier Tie Crarge af trustees 

















choses by them. The institution was then, and for a long time after- 
ward, commonly designated as" Tho City Library." 

Jo 1772, his Majesty King Goorge II granted to it a charter under the 
atyle and title of Tite New Youx Soctery Linnany,’' by which name it 
has continued to be known to the present day. Th nts of the war 
of the Revolution prevented any meeting of the trustees from 1774 to 
1788, and nearly destroyed the library. In Decembor, 1788, » meeting 
of the proprietors was sumsoned, and the following gentlemen wero 
elected trustees: Hon. Robert R. Livingston, Robert Watts, Brockholat 
Livingston, Samuel Jones, Peter Keteltas, Walter Rutherford, Matthew 
‘Clarkson, Samuel Bard, Hugh Gaine, Daniel C. Verplanck, Edward Gres 
wold, and Henry Remsen. 

Until $796 the library was deposited in the City Hall, and the early 
wessions of Congress being hol in Now York, it formed at that time the 
library of Congres, 

In 1709 the Sirst catalogue after the Revolution was printed. ‘The library 
then contained 6,000 volumes. 

Yn 1796 the library was removed from the City Hall to the new building 
erected for it in Nassau strect, opposite the Middle Dutch church (now 
used nea post-office). fn this building, which was one of the most con- 
spicuous pablic edifices of that day, ft continued until 1830, when the 
increasing commerce of the city compelling the trastees to seck another 
situation, the proporty in Nassau street was sold for £44,200, and a lot 
porchased on the corner of Broadway and Leonard street, sixty foet wide 
and one hundred feet deep, for the sum of $47,500. A catalogne was 
published fn 181%, comprising 13,000 volumes; aud ia 1825 a supple 
ment waa printed, showing a total of 16,000 volu ‘ 

Tn 1883 tho New York Athoncum was finally merged in the New York 
Society Library. ‘ 

Tn 1540 the new building on Broadway was ovmploted, at a cost of 
$74,000, and the library removed from the rooms of the Mechanics’ Society 
fn Chambers street, whore it had been since 136, 

Tn 1849 aw bequest of $5,000 was reoeived from Mis Demilt, and 
fu 1853 tho property in Broadway was sold, and the library removed to 
‘the Bible House, in Astor place, where it romaine the spring of 
1856, when it was again removed to the clegant and commodious building 
‘erected for it by the Trustees In University place, between Twolfth and 
‘Thirteenth atrects, where {t now is. 

Printed catalogues of tho library are known to have existed before the 
Revolution, Tho last ono, prepared by the late librarian P.J, Forbes, 
Eaq., was printed in 1850. A new catalogue, prepared by the preset 
Ubrarian, i* now about to be published,

‘This hospital was erected In the year 1852, and was organized on the 
25th day of Febroary of that year, by Samson Simson, John J. Hart, 
8, M. Isaacs, Benjamin Nathan, John M. Davioa, and Henry Hendricks, 
who will readily bo recoguized by our old citizons as among the Ieading 
Hebrew gentlemen of our city. The lot upon which the hospital is 
located wax donated by the late Samson Simson, and the trustees lao 
received from the Inte Judah Touro, of New Orleans, a bequest of 
twenty thousand dollars. ‘The building is four stories in height, fronting 
on Twenty-cighth street, botwoen the Seventh and Eighth avenues, and 
extends through to Twonty-seventh street, and contains one large and 
several amall wards on each floor. Althongh the hospital was originated 
by gentlemen of the Hebrew faith, yet the bonofite of this excellently 
managed jnstitation, which fs sapported entirely by the contributions of 
the mombers, ts frecly extended to all, of every religion or nationality, 
and the visitor will often find under the care of its officers sufferers who 
widely dilfor tn matters of religious belior.

By an act of the colonial goverumont, passod February 28, 1701, the 
wards are designated numerically from 1 to 7, and the bounds of each 
described. 

By an act of the Logislatare, passed March 8, 1803, the wards aro 
incroased to nino, numerically designated, and boundaries describod. 

Tho Tenth Ward was erected from the Seventh, by act of March 18, 
1808.

Mistory of Broudwup. 


BY D. T. ¥. 


‘Tum Bnoapwar of modern times may justly bo regarded as the 
representative thoroughfare of the city of New York, presenting its 
finest features of architecture among its most attractive marts of 
merchandise ; {ts finest displays of equipage and style of the fashion- 
able part of the population ; its busiest throngs of pedestrians, whether 
in pursuit of business, show, or pleasure; and forming altogether a 
#ceno which can hardly be rivaled eleewherv, in any part of the 
world. It ix a subject, therefore, which has a historical intorest, not 
less among our own people than among those strangers to whom the 
wonderful advances so characteristic of our thriving cities on this 
‘westorn continent, furnish a theme of admiration. 

Tn presenting the subject, the compller has not thought it judicious 
to enter minutely into the modem history of the street. Its whole 
character bas beon changed within the last quarter of a century, 
Previously, {t wus a favorite locality for fashionable residence ; but 
it is now for the most part a business thoroughfare. Following the 
march of population, the retall stores which formerly centred near 
the Park have moved northwardly, and wholesale jobbing houses 
characterize the lower part of the strect. ‘The architectural changes 
consequent upon this new characteristic of the street hnve been so 
numerous, that to attempt to follow them would involve « mass of 
minutle, for which space could scarcely be provided in this volume ; 
and, therefore, for the purpose of illustrating the present condition 
of the strect, panoramic views embracing both sides of the street from. 
the Bowling green to Union square, a distance of between two and 
three miles have been given. This embraces that portion of the 
strect more expecially devoted to large Vusiness establiahments, 

It being therefore the principal object of the compiler to confine his 
written history to the bygone mther than to reount events in the 

of the street, he has {aterspersed in the text such illustra. 
tions of its former condition aa are entitled to reliability. He has 
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devoted his attention mainly to its physical hisotry, touching as 
lightly as possible upon the many personal as well as public events 
with which it is identified, but which, if allowed to enter into the 
subject-matter, would too greatly amplify it for the extent of this 
work. 

Tt has been found convenient in arranging the plan of iHustratlog 
the progress af the strect, to take up various sections separately, and 
curry through their history without reference to other parts; one 
reason for which is, that the original opening of the street was fn each 
sections, which it is remarked, vary little from halfa mile at each 
successive stage of Its advancement. Thus, in the times of the Dutch, 
the street was Inid out as far north as Wall street. It wna next 
extended to the Park, to which extent it took near acentury to build 
up. Its next development was up to Duane street, which was about 
the time of the Revolutionary War. ‘Thence toward the commence 
ment of the present century it was opened as far es the meadows, or 
Canal street. Its next stride wus tothe present Astor place. Thence 
to the Tulip ‘Tree, above the present Union square, and afterward 
by rapid strides, according to the general plan of the city as estab- 
Vished in 1807.

In the times of the Dutch, that part of Broadway which faces the 
Bowling green from the west, was already a popular part of New 
Ameterdaim, and no doubt presented the most agreeable features of

‘On the same (westerly) side of Broadway, north of the Parade, there 
were near the present Morris street, three or four «mall beildings 
adjoining exch other, ocoupled by persons following mechaniosl par 
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waits. These buildings were also still standing a great many years 
afterward. Attached to an order made in the course of the last cen+ 
tary for the straightening of Broadway at that point, was a sketch of 
these ‘old buildings," showing that the proposed straightening 
involved their demolition, and also giving a rough view of the front 
‘of those buildings, which wns as follows :

On the eminence above and adjoining to these buildings was the 
first burial-ground established in the city, ranging along Broadway 
between one hundred and two hundred feet, and already, when the 
Dateh rule terminated, quite full of graves of the early settlers and 
Jater inhabitants. But it seems probable that but fow monumental 
memorials marked the resting-places of the dead of New Amsterdam, 
wnd certain it is that the people of those times cherished but little rever- 
‘ence for their places of interment, aa they did not hesitate to sell off 
their burial-ground as building lots, without removing those buried 
there, and that, too, at a period not remote from tho time of burial. 
Tn excavations for building upon the same spot in after times, hun- 
dreds of bones were thrown up. 

North of the church-yard were several good residences in the time 
of the Dutch, with large gardens aud orchards attached, which 
extended to the shore of the river. ‘The principal of these was that 
‘of Burgomaster Vandisgrist, which was substantial stone house, 
and endured a full century, It is deserving of « further historical 
notice us having been in after times the residence of other chief 
smiagistrates of the city, vix,: Francis Rombouts, Mayor in 1679, and 
Dr, John Johnston, Mayor In 1715. ‘These promises extended in 


612 


front along Broadway, between one and two huridred! feet. ‘Two or 
three otber residences, having extensive grounds attached, were alko 
built along the west side of Broadway before the Dateh ralé termine 
tod, one of which was that of the Schont-Fiscal Van Dyck. 

Further on Jay an orchard, formerly publle property, but which 
had, before the end of the Dutch rule, been granted to Individual 
owners, ‘This was ax yet unimproved. Beyond ft still was the gar 
den, in which vegetables were ralsed for the use of the pubic officials, 
which was also public property, and was afterward used ax a burial 
place, ‘The'city wnll, or palisndes, erected in 165%, crossed the gar 
den diagonally toward the river shore. 

‘The east side of Broadway, during the Dutch times, became quite 
thickly populated ; tt the class of buildings was of an inferior char- 
acter, some of them, indeed, being little better, ax far ax can now be 
judged; than hovels, having not more than one room, yeith a fire- 
place, Yet others were of a better class, and were owned and ooct- 
pied by thriving mechanics. 

The lots attached to the premises, fronting on the cast wide of 
Broadway, extended in dopth near two hundred and fifty feet to the 
marsh along Broad street, and, a4 the fronta were also wide, afforded 
sufficlent ground for gardening purpowes, 

In our retrospect, therefore, of the condition of Broadway in the 
times of our Dutch forefathers, we find it to have been, on one siife, 
quite an agrecable thoroughfare, with orchards, gardens, und pleasent 
residences ; while on the opposite side it was little other than m row 
of primitive structures, such as might be cheaply erected to form 
rhelter for a poor population, 

After the English acquired the country, in 1664, the Dutch names 
of the streets of the city were in most cases altered to conform to their 
Tanguage, and among other changes was that of the * Hoere straiss,”* 
aa itwas known in Dutch times, to Broadway, Up to that period 
thero were no pavements in the street, nor any public wall, But 
these wants were supplied, not many years afterward, by paving the 
middle of the street (through which man the gutter) with pebble 
stones; and to add to its attractions, the Inhabitants were antheris 
to plant trees along the sides of the street, ‘The sidewalks wert not 
then paved, and the atroct, aa it became enveloped in foliage of differ 
ent varieties, presonted an attractive appearance which tas bron si0- 
tioed and commended by European travelers of the last century. 

In this condition the street facing Bowling green grew old fu yours 

and appearance, with the edifices of the Dutch erastill standing, tentil 


i 
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nearly ready to fall into ruins, ‘Che old tavern of Mrs, Kooks (origin 
ally ervcted by her husband, Pleter Kocks, an officer in the Duteh 
vorvice, who was an active leader in the Indian war of 1643), on the 
site of No, 1 Broadway, had boric the buffeta of time for a century+ 
before it gave place to its successor, which still remains. ‘The exist- 
‘ing building on that site was erected by Archibald Kennedy, then 
Collector of the Port of Now York, afterwards Karl of Casailis, in the 
Sootch peerage, ‘The historical associations of this edifice, which is 
now not far from a century old, are of an interesting character. In 
colonial times it was the seat of the highést fashion in the eolony ; 
and during the Revolution it was the headquarters of the British Gen - 
cral, Sir Henry Clinton. It was oconpled at subsequent periods by 
several of our leading cltimns, among whom may be mentioned Mr. 
Prime, an eminent banker, and Mayor Mickle. Of late years it has 
been converted into a hotel. 

The tavern, known at one period of the colonial times as Burns’ 
Coffoe-house, and subsequently as “the Kings Arms,"" stood near or 
upon the site of the Dutch tavern of Burgomaster Martin Crigier. Tt 
hada considerable reputation as a public house, and also some his-

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The old parsonage of Dominic Megapolensis became the property 
and residence of Halthazar Bayard, a rolative of Governor Stuyvesant. 
He erected a brewery on the premises, near the river shore, the access 
to which was by # lane on the prewent line of Morris street. Mr. Bayard 
died in 1699, His ropresontatives and heirs, in 1726, sold the property 
to Augustus Jay, ancestor of the distinguished family of that name. 

Many noted citizens of New York have, in colonial times, lived on 
Broadway, opposite the Bowling green, among whom may be men- 
tioned John Watts, Judge Chambers, Mayor Minvielle, Mrs. Alexan- 
der, mother of the Earl of Stirling, William Peartree Smith, and va- 
rious members of the Livingston, Verplanck, and Van Cortland fami- 
lies. The ante-colonial appearance vf the locality was preserved until 
‘n comparatively recent period, a circumstance peculiar to that block, it 
having escaped the destruction which fell upon others iu that vicin- 
ity by the great fire of 1776, We are thus enabled to present a view 
of the street as it appeared about forty yours ago.

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After the Revolution, and before the commencemmeat of the pre- 
aentoeatury, we find the following residents on that Mock : No.3, 
Mra.

‘This once fashionable locatity has af preant, however; Tost many 
of its former characteristics, though most of the old buildings remain, 
some with additions and improvements, thas enabling it to retain 
memorials of its formor state to a greater extent than are posed by 
othor parts of the sumo street. 

Above Morris street comparatively little is known of the appeare 
ance of the street in the Eaglish colonial timas, the great dre of 1770 
having destroyed every vostie of ite former appearance. Tt 
known, however, to have been among the fashionable quarters of the 
town, and to have been the place of residence of several eminont 
citizens, among whom may be mentioned Governor Clarke, whos 
house was on the west xide of Broadway, south of Exchange place, 
William Sharpas, the veteran city clerk, also lived fn the sasmie 
vicinity, 

‘That part of the present Exchange place which fs situated on the 
west side of Broalway, was originally a path Jeding to = small 
redoubt connected with the city fortifications, and during the Bag- 
ish colonial times was called '* Oyster Pasty alley."* 

‘The site on the southerly corner of Rector streot was originally 
ocoupied by a Lutheran church, erected about 1710, in whieh year 
many Palatines, driven from Germany by religions pérsecutions, 
sought refuge in America, many of them establishing theenselves in 
this city. ‘The edifice thus erected shared the fate of others in the 
vicinity, from the fire uf '76, and its ruins remained many yearw 
without removal, thus acquiring the common appellation of the 
“Burnt Lutheran church." In 1809 an Episcopal church was 
erected on the site by a congregation which, from some internal 
division in Trinity, separated from that church. This eliflee, called 
Gres Chart, wis coasidzred qaits equil in fashion to any in the 
city, and its pews commanded higher rents than any other, ‘Tike 
migeation of the population to the upper part of the city necessitated 
the erection of the now edifice, now well knows by the same rinme, 
‘The present pastor, Dr, Taylor, had officiated in the old building, 
having commenced his pastoral duties in 1834, ‘The following view 
ropresents Grace Church and its vicinity aa it appeared about forty 
‘years since :

‘The great fire of 1776, before.raferred to, left Broadway a mass of 
ruing, and, of course, the improvements made there before the 
roti of penos were of a temporary character, and notat all in keep- 
ing with tho elegance which was appropriate to the Jeading thorough- 
fare, ‘They remained but a few years after the close of the war, 
whon they gave way toa clus of private residences far exceeding 
any which had previously existed there. We are enabled to gratify 
the curlous in such matters by giving a list of the residents of that 
side of Broadway, while the revolutionary shanties were still atand- 
ing, vin, in 1786 87, Mra. Ross, grocery store; No. 39, 8. 
Buskirk, tinman; No, 41, Mrs Lasley, shopkeeper, No. 61, Peter 
Ritter, jeweler; No. 58, Benjamin Haight, mddler ; No. 55, John 
Goodeve, chandler; No. 57, Henry Roome, merchant; No. 69, 
Willian Bayley, tinman; No. 63, R. Soderstrom, Swedish Consul ; 
No. 65, James Anderson, shoemaker; No. 67, John B. Dash, tin 
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‘Thore is no other building in that vicinity, among those crected at 
tho timospoken of, that s»ems deserving of particolar mention, Far 
many years thoy wore jronerally occupied as private residences, and as 
will be seen from the following list of residents, towant the close of 
tho Inst century by some of our principal citizens: No. 35, Dom- 
inick Lynch; No. 87, Brockholst Livingston ; No. 89, Willlam 
Edgar ; No. 48, Edward Livingston ; No. 47, Alexander McComb ; No. 
57, Ann McAdam ; N. 69, Jacob Morton ; No, G1, Iso Clason ; No. 
67, John R, Livingston. The march of events gradually changed 
their character from residences to boarding-houses, and finally the 
commercial inroad swept them away entirely, wome five to ten yours 
since, and when the elegant mercantile establishments now standing 
in that vicinity were ervoted. 

Reverting to the cast side of Brondway, below Wall street, it Is to 
be observed that the prejudices which seem to have existed among 
the Dutch aguinst that side of the stroot, were to ome extent coun- 
tenanced In after years by thelr «ucsestors. The principal building 
erveted there for many years after the English came into possesslon 
crag a tavern ervoted by John Corbett below Exchange place. And 
ax further testimony to the inferiority of the class of buildings in 
that lowality during the Inst century we give a list of the prices paid 
for different properties on the oust ide of Brondway below Wall 
street, #0 far as we haye boen able to wcertain them. In 1726 
‘Leonund De Gravo, cartinan, sold to Thomas Elde, blacksmith, house 
and lot 81 fect front, 60 feet duep, for £100. In 1786 Mr. Bloom sold 
to Thomas Shiolds, victualler, house and lot for £140. In 1737 E. 
Eastham sold to Capt. Matthew Norris, house and lot on southenat 
corner of Broadway und prewnt Exchange place (the Verlettenberg), 
2A feet by 75, for £95. In 1750 Abraham Montagnie, carpenter, 
Vought house, 24 by 80 feet, for £201. ‘The meat expensive pur- 
chase we have found during the colonial era was house with lot 
55 by 150 feet, the price of which was £32). ‘These facts ilustrite 
sufficiently well the character of the street in that vicinity In English 
times, and we suppose the inference may be fairly drawn that they 
were mostly frame houses, of small size, occupied by persons follow- 
ing mechanical pursuits, and that th locality was not distinguished 
above the more retired parts of the city asa place either of Wustnoss 
or residence. 

‘The firw of '76 also destroyed many of the buildings an the east 
side of the wtrest a# well as those on the opposite wide, but it left 
standing a brick hotise near Exchange plico, and a few others, Ina 























carpenter ; Joshua Mills, carpentor ; William A. Forbes, mddler ; and 
M. A. Gib, painter and glazier, 

‘The improvemont of this part of the street commenced about the 
year 1790, and first class residences took the place of those men- 
tioned. Among the earliest occupants of the new buildings toward 
the close of the lust century, werw the following: No. 16, George 
Scriba, merchant; No, 24, Nicholas Low, merchant; No, 23, Gen. 
Alexander Hamilton ; No. 80, John Delafield, merchant ; No. 34, 
Dr. Charlton ; No. 86, Peter Jay Munro, lawyer ; No. 40, Widow Liv- 
ingaton ; No. 42, Widow Allen ; No. 44, Robort Troup, lawyer; No.

In connection with the portion of Broadway now under review, it 
should be added that the Bowling grees, which had inearly Dutel 
times been the Parade and market-plaos, was, In 1782, Incosed, with 
witks thervin, for the beauty and ornament of the city aud. the re 

of the Inhabitants thereof. A few years previows 
op, a statue of King George ILL was placed within it, 
which, however, was destroyod in revolutionary times.

‘Thecity walls were erected in 1658, and were not demolished until 
nearly fifty years afterwards One of the gates, affording egress from 
the town, stood acros Broadway. Over a hundred years after Its 
removal, while digging to lay mains for the Manhattan Water Works, 
the posts of this gute were found beneath the street, baying been cut 
off near the surface, and with their removal pamed away the last 
vestige of this anciont feature of the Dutch city. 

Beyond the city walls the highway was known in Dutch thnes as 
the ** There Wegh,’' in contradistinction to the Heere straat, as it war 
called within the town. It ran upon the present line of Broadway 
ws far us the Commons or present Park, whence it diverged on tho 
line of Chathain street, ‘The rond passed originally a portion of the 
Weat India Company's garden, Damen’s plantation, Van Tieaboven’s 
plantation, a part of the West India Company's farm, and a yortion 
of the Commons. 

‘The gurden of the pany occupled the site of the present 
church-yard. Upon the abandonment of the old ehurch-yard, in the 
Jatter part of the seventeenth century, a portion of the ganden lying 
north of the city gutes was devoted to burial purposes. “That partof 
it upen which the Trinity cl ‘hurch now stands was at first proposed sx 
the site of a parsonage, it belng contemplated to erect the church 
itself within the walls of the bastion whieh stood on the Horthwest 
corner of Wall and William streets (a). But probably tho change of 
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the times and the increnked security arising from progross of popula. 
tion, induced the sclection of that site on Broadway for the chnrch 
instead of the parsonage. 





TRINITY CHURCM, 1737. (weAK vLEW.) 


‘Trinity Church was crected in 1606 ; the first sermon being preached 
on the 6th February, 1697, by Rev. Mr. Vesey, who continued as pas- 
tor until his death, about fifty years subsequently. The church waa 
enlarged in 1787, it being one hundred and forty-cight fect in length 
and seventy-two in breadth, ‘The stecple was a hundred and seventy- 
eight foct high. In 1761, it was struck by lightning, and consumed to 
the belfry, An excellent organ, brought from London, was one of 
‘the attractions of this edifloe. Beneath the floor were vaults of the 
leading families attached to the congregation, denoted by sculptured 
entablatures along the aide walls in the building. 

After the return of peace, a new edifice waa erected, which waa 
consecrated by Bishop Provost, in 1791. The slse of this building 
was somewhat less than the former, belng one hundred and four feet 
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by seventy-two. The steeple was one hundred and ninetyeigbt fret 
high, and contained » chime of bells. In the interior were gallerics 
on the two sides; an organ loft at the enst énil: At the west end

Reourring to the progress of Broalway through the original ea 
itis found that Damen’s plantation, which lay nearest to Wall street, 
was patented to him in 1644. Ib extended on the west ado of Brond- 
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way from opposite Pine street to Fulton street, and on the cast side 
from Maiden lane southwardly to ubout the present line of Pine 
treet. The original owner, John Damen, died while on a visit to the 
Fatherland in the year 1851. ‘The partition of his estate among the 


nat subdivision of thia property, it ia sufficient 
to note thoso of the two largest parcels, ono of which had boot con 
veyed to 0.8. Van Cortland and the other to Tunis Dey. The furmer 
was apportioned to two daughters of the Bangomaster, one of whom 
married Fred. Philipss avd the other William Teller. In 1782 the 
beirs of theto parties partitioned the property and laid out Courtlandt 
street, extonding to the rivor, ‘This stroet was accepted as a public 
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street the mmo year, Subscquently, Philip and Frederic Ven Cort 
land noquired the estate. ‘The first sale of a lot of which we find 
record was made in 1737, on the north side of Courtland street ; sine, 
twenty-five by one bundred and twenty-six feet, extending to aad 
of Dey. Price, twenty-six pounds 

'The Dey proporty contained over five acres. ‘Tunia Dey, who wae 
a gardener and miller (his windmill being situated near the river 
shore), made his will in 1688, leaving half of this property to bis 
wife and half to his children. Tt was not until 170 that actual par- 
tition was made. In 1743 @ map was made, and the property was 
brought into the market 4s building lots. ‘The first reoord of any 
wale ix dated in 1745, which deseribes a lot on southweet comer of 
Broadway and Dey strevt ; consideration, seventy-five pounds. ‘The 
valne of property, however, speedily ross, and in 1770 we find maleof 
aloton Broadway, near Dey street, for three hundred and eighty 
pounds, Broadway was first regulated from Dey st-eet to Fultoa 
atroct in 1760, In connection with this partof the city, mention 
should be made of the finst suburban tavern, such as aftorwants 
became #0 fashionable on Broadway, outside of the city walls, "Thie 
was the * Blue Boar,” erected about the year 1670, on the east ide

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‘on a swampy section near the Junction of Malden Iane and Wiliam 
atrect. After being used in common for many years, the property 
was mapped off in 1716, at which time, as the record curiously states, 
the owners, “finding tho said land to be rentable for building of 
houses for an enlargement of tho city, projected and Inid out maid 
lands into one hundred and sixty-four lota."* John Harberding, a 
venerable craftsman, and one of the original members of the rhoc- 
makers’ assoclation, lived and plicd his trade on Broadway, near 
Maiden anc, In a division of the property, some years after, the 
along-Brondway portion waa allotted to him, extending the whole 
front, being five hundred and eighty foot along Broadway, and one 
hundred andsixty foot in depth. 'The plot is described as a garden, 
then in the occupation of said Harberding. Mr, Harberding eml- 
grated to thix city ubout the year 1660, while it was still under 
Dutch rule. He was a shoemaker by trade, and though rather a 
wild youth, becams in his maturer yeas a pillar of the Church, and 
lived to # venerable age. He died in 1723, leaving a handsome for- 
tune, a consideruble portion of which he bequeathed to the Dutch 
Reformed Church, which they still enjoy. The strecte as laid out 
originally through the property still exist (although both have been 
widenod in rocent times) under the names of John strost (after ‘he 
proprietor) and Falton street, formerly Fatr street. A house and lot, 
‘apparently the homestead of John Harberding, on the comer of 
Broadway and Maiden lane, way sold soom after his death (vix., 
1782) for one hundred and twenty pounds.

public character was the erection of a market in the centro of the 
atreot opposite Liberty (then | Crown) street. ‘This ediflog was Baile in 
1788, its dimensious being one hundred and fifty-six fect 1h loneth, 
and twenty fect three and a half inches In width. It remained about 
thirty-three years, and gave a character to the neighborhood very 
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prejudicial to the beauty and to the legitimate prospects of the streot. 
‘The buildings in the vicinity were chiefly taverns and lodging-houses, 
with an intermixture of small stores, while the country wagons and 
other vehicles congregating around the market almost precluded 
ordinary passage along the narrow thoroughfare (about twenty fect 
wide) on eithor side of the market. At length, after many years of 
unavailing effort to have the market removed by legislative anthor- 
ity, resort was bad to the machinery of the Jaw, and the building 
was indicted in 1771 as a public nuigance, and its removal was 
accomplished. A new market-house, bearing the same nate, was 
erected on the southuaterly corner of Broadway and Maiden lane, 
its main front being on the latter street. By this arrangument the 
business establishments which bad grown up around the old markot- 
place were not materially injarod, and they continued in occupancy 
for their former purposes until the great fire of 1776, which swept 
away all those sitonted on the weat side of the treet, Of theaaild- 
ings then destroyed the most notable was the King's Arms tavern, 
apublic hous which had « considerable reputation, and was moro 
frequented by countey people than any other in the city. It was

It was for 
along time, in the early part of the presont century, kept by John 
Lovett, and subsequently by ExraWeeks, Cheator Jennings, and other 
popular Jandlords, whom our space will not permit us to partion 
larize, Its demoliticn within recent yoars makes it properly a sub: 
jeot of illustration. The view was taken after many improvements 
were made in the neighborhood, but shows the building in its orl- 
ginal furns.—See engrawing next poge. 

‘Tho stage catablishmont of Brower & Anderton, undor the direotor«

Among the pablic houses 
which have, from time to time, enjoyed popularity in this section, 
have been the Rathbone Hotel, No, 163 Broadway, about, the year 
1850, and the Franklin House, on the northwest corner of Broadway 
and Dey street, which under the supervision of J.P. Tremdwell, was 
one of the leading resorts of country merchants. 

‘The east side of Brondway wus less fashionable as a shopping mart 
than the opposite side, and the improvement in architecture was les 
rapid ; the buildings at first erected were many of them of two stories, 
although within thirty years succeeding the Revolution thease had 
mestly given place to first-class editices, which, with few exceptions, 
were occupied for commercial purposes. Baruum's Hotel, which in 
1851 was named the Howard House, has up to the present time 
maintained a high reputation. ‘The Tremont Temperance House, 
formerly occupied No. 110 Broadway. ‘The New York Athenenm, 
was established in 1824 on the corner of Broadway and Pine street. 
In 1826, the National Hotel, 112 Broadway, corner of Cedar stroct, 
was finished . 

Within comparatively recent years nosrly all the crows streets leal- 
ing into Broadway in this ssotion, have been widened and improved, 
In 1833 Liberty street (previously to 1794 called Crown street), was 
widened from Broadway to Greenwich street. Tn 1884 Pine street 
(previously to 1704 called King street), was widened from Brosd- 
way to Nawsan street, In 1836 John street was widevod from Broad- 
way to Pearl street, In 1834 Fulton street was widened from Brond- 
way to Tyders’ alley, In 1862 Liberty street was wilenod from 
Broadway to Greenwich street. In 1851 Dey street was widened from 
Broadway to Greenwich street. In 1854 Wall street was witened from 
Broadway to Nosswu atroct.

‘Mar- 
chalk, a city aurveyor, who then prodaced to the city ha 
draft of a road he had Intely Inid out by order of the ¢ 
ing at the Spring Gurden House, where the street la ¢ 
foot six inches wide, and extending thence north, 37*, aust 20m., 
until it comes to the ground of the late widow Rutgers, leaving tte 
street there of fifty fect wide,"’ which is approved and ordered to be 


recorded. ‘The stroct was called Great George street, which If re 
tained abont thirty years. 
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On the west side of the street lay the Church farm, and on the east 
the Commons and the negroes" burial-ground. 

‘The Church farm extended in length from Fulton street to near 
Duane street, and in width from the street, as now established, to the 
North river shore, It was originally set apart by the Datch West 
India Company to be tilled for the ases of their public officers and 
the gartiaon in the fort. On the conquest by the English, it wus 
held us the property of the conquerors, wnd callod the King’s Farm, 
In 1705, Lord Cornbury, then Governor, in his seal for the encour- 
agement of the Established Church, granted this valuable estate to 
the corporation of Trinity Chure 

Atabout the samo tiie with the opening of Broadway, the Church 
had tho farm divided off into streets and lots, and made comion of 
‘the formor to the city authorities, These side streets still remain 
nor, except in the instance of Park place, which was originally 
called Robinson street, have their names been altered. 

‘The old farm house, attached to the King's farm, stood upon the 
tite of the present Aator House, The various tenants, so far as we 
havo been able to discover them, were, successively, John Ryerson, 
Francis Ryerson, Mr. Harrison, Mr. Balm, Cornelius Cozine, and 
Adam Vandenberg. ‘The house was long kept as a tavern by Adam 
Vandenberg, and known asthe Drovers’ Inn. In connection with 
the tavern business, were also a public garden and place of amuse- 
ment. In 1762, Mr. Dugee advertises that he performs on the wire 
and slack-rope, at a new house buiit for that parpose, in Mr. Adam 
Vandenberg’s garden. In December 6, 1747, Cornelius Vandenberg. 
notified the public that he designed to #et out as Albany post, for the 
first time in that winter, on the Thorsday following. All letters to go. 
by him to be sent to the Post-office, or to his house near the Spring 
Garden. Vandenberg was etill in the occupation of these promises 
uta period clove on the time of the Revolution, as we find from a 
liberty pole being erected opposite his house, ‘ where the two roads 
mect."" 

‘The first lease from ‘Trinity Church of property along Broadway 
which is found recorded, bears date in 1760, and was for four lots on 
the southwest corner of Murray strect; the lessees were Boll & 
Brookman, carpenters; the term, twenty-one years, and the rental 
‘eight pounds per annum, 

‘The principal feature of Broadway opposite the Fields (ax the 
Park was called), during many years, were several public gardens, 
‘established soon after the opening of the street. Among these are 
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that of Mr. Montagnio, near the northerly commer of Murray street, 
and that of Mr, Cox, on the block above, near Warren street. 

Montugnie's garden became notable in the political istory of the 
times Immediately preceding the war, o& having for a tne been 
the headquarters of the Liberty Boys. It was opposite his premises 
in the Fields, upon a spot whore the Bridewell was afterward belli, 
that the Sons of Liberty raised their successive Iberty poles, whieh 
were as often demolished by the soldiers and the tory faction. Tx 
1770, « party of soldiers, after vainly endeavoring to demolish the 
pole, attacked the citizens standing In front of Montagnie’s, apd 
forced ther into the house at the polut of the bayonet, following 
up the outrage by demolishing the doors and windows of the build- 
ing. Montagnie himself, however much he sympathized with the 
children of liberty, was still. landlord, and was not loth to let his 
rooms to the other faction when an opportunity offered gome time 
afterward, whereupon the Liberty Boys removed thelr headdquarten 
tou building they had purchased opposite the lower end of tho Park, 
which lias been previously mentioned as Hampden Hall 
appears to have been in occupation of these premises nace 
the Revolution, the place being then known a the Tufted States 
Garden. In 1802, John HL Contoit, previously « confectioner in the 
Jower part of Greenwich street, took thix garden, and condacted it 
until 1805, belng succeeded by Augustus Parke. In after yaar a 
building called the Parthenon was erected upon these premises, and 
was in 1825 occupied asa museum, usder the ausplons of Reuben 
Peale, ‘The view on the following page shows the old Beidowell aad 
the building along Broadway at an carly stage of the improvement 
of that locality, 

New York Garden, to which Contoit removed in 1805, wens situated 
near Park place, and was conducted by him until his removal im 
1809 to No. 355 Broadway, to which he transferred the naase of the 
New York Garden, the site of the latter being about that thue bellt 
upon, as private residences. 

‘Tho establishment of pence in 1783, found the portion of Broad 
way now under consideration with litue other improvements thas 
the gardens referred to and a few scattered small buildings But « 
Keneral impetus to improvement followed that event, and aw say 
be suppesed was not wanting ta its effects upon m locality which 
Legan to be viewed ax one of the most desirable in the city. ‘The 
more especially as the future of the Commons or Piolds wns Getabtished, 
in 1785, by its Inclosure and establishment as a Park, Tn 2700 
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sidewalks were taid between Vesey and Murray streets. Tn 1798 
the stront was paved for the same distance, Moasures were about 
the same time taken to extend the street from its terminus at

Rutger’ farm, near Duanostrect, to the distance of more than « mile 
farther; and in 1794 the name of the strect was changed, for Ste 
entire distance north of Vesey street, from Great George street to 
Broadway. 

About this time the march of private improvement began by the 
erection of residences of the first class on the block betwoen Viwey 
treo and Barclay street, which were owned and occupied by loading 
citizens, among whom may be named Walter Rutherford, Rufus King, 
Corneling Roosevelt, Richard Harrison, and Abijah Hammond. ‘The 
promises (then No. 221) nextto the comer of Vesey street was owned 
by the State of New York, and wax ocoupied in 1202 by Aaron 
Burr, as the official residence of the Vice-President of the United 
States. Edward Livingston, then Mayor of the city, uccupied the 
adjoining premises (No. 223), which were owned by John Jacob 
Astor. 

‘At the time of the erection of these fine residences opposite the 
lower portion of the Purk, and for some years afterwund, the part of 
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the strect lying north was occupicd by baildings 6f an 
class, though there was little unoccupied ground below Duane: 
But advancing through the intervening years, until 1815, 
that at the latter period great Improvements had been made, 

many of the old buildings bad given place to fine residendes. 
Among the residents at tho latter period, between Vesey ani 
Barclay streets, were Jobn Jacob Astor, Alexander L. Stewart, and 
John G. Costar; between Barclay street and Park place, John ©.

More recent changes and events than those adverted to #0 efowd 
mpon each other that to attempt to particularine them would Involve 
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more space than can beatforded in this essay, Tt may, however, be 
justifiable to refer to some of the more prominent public buildings, as 
the erection of the Astor House in 1888, of Mechanics’ Hall, corner

of Park Place; of Penle’s Museum; the Irving House, corner of 
Chambers street, and of the American Hotel on north corner of 
Barclay strect. orignully erected dx « private residence. 

Recurring to the east side of Broadway, within the limits under re~ 
view, we have to relate some brief details concerning the Park, known 
fn the Dutch time ns the Vlucte or Flat, ata later period ns the Com- 
mons, at astill later period ax the Fields, and finally, after its inclosure, 
called the Park. ‘hese few acres havea history full of local interest 
to the New Yorker. 

Originally a portion of the common lands granted to the city by 
its charter, its character for many years was merely that of an open 
pasture or cattle-walk, It seems, howover, that at an early poriod a 
fortification of a primitive sort was erected near the south boundaries 
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‘of the Park, which we infer from an entry in the city records in 1699, 
stating appointment of @ committes to view the block-howse near 
the Governor's Garden, to see if it can be fitted Intoa prison. Tn the 
course of the last century it became customary to hold pablic celeben- 
tions there, especially the bonfires which were snade on the King’s 
birthday, Coronation day, Gunpowder-plot day, aad other public 
ocewions. There had in carlier years been celebrated on the plain 
before the fort, but the inclosure of the Bowling greets compelled » 
change of quarters, Ite name of the Commons grew into disse 
seme years before the Revolution, and thatof* the Fickds'? was jub- 
stituted. The first public building erected within the limits of the 
Park wos a Poor-house, finished in 1786, on the site of the present 
City Hall, An advertisment of that date calls for proposals from 
suitable persons stating the terms on which they will perform the 
duties of Keeper of the House of Correction and Overseer of the 
Work-houso, and Poor-house, The same paper advertiaes to let 
thecellar kitchen at present, the Poor-honse, kept by Mrs. Burger.”* 
From its public character, as the place of open-air meetings, ball- 
ground, ete., it attracted to its vicinity various pablic houses, ball- 
alloys, and similar places. ‘The public meetings which took place in 
the Fields during a few yeant preceding the commencement of the 
Revolution, were of a significant political charnoter, and are deserving 
of & brief chronologioal reference.

‘A jail, pow the Hall of Records, and a Bridewoll, between the 
poor-house and Broadway were erected in colonial times. "This 
latter building ww completed shortly before the Revolution, amd 
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wis taken down in 1839. The three buildings alluded to, to wit) 
the poor-house, on the alte of the present City Hall, the jail (eon 
verted into the present Hall of Records), nud the Bridewell, wore 
the three prominent buildings standing in the Park atthe tue of 
the Revolution. ‘They were all built of gray stone, oil with little 
of ornamentation in thelrarchitecture. Grave-yards for their inmates 
were {nclosed near the buildings, so that, though very: eligitly situa- 
ted on an open green, these public edifices presented a 
Appearance, quite in keeping with the disusreeable objects to which 
they were devoted. 

‘These were not, however, the only buildings which had been 
erveted in the Park in colonial times, for at different eras, soldier! 
barmicks had been constructed in the vicinity of Chambers and Chat- 
hain streets, These wore rade stractures, one story in height, and 
built of logs. ‘Thove which ware built in the time of the ++ old French

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After the return of peaco and the great increase ef population 
which followed, the old poor-house wax found Inadequate to its 
objects, and a now almshouse was erected extending along the north 
side of the Park, having # front on Charnbers street. ‘This building 
was finisbed in 1696 und immediately occupied. But the inappropri- 
ateness of the location soon became manifest, and in 1810 the site at 
Bellevue, containing between six and seven acres, was purchaaed and 
buildings commenced, which were finished and occupied in 1R12. 
‘The city authorities then agreed to devote the old building towards 
encouraging several enterprises of a public character then recently 
startod, and accordingly appropriated its rooms for their occupancy, 
and adopted for it the name of the New York Institution. Here

which roay be tentioned, The New York Historical Society, estab: 
Tished in 1809; the Acwlemy of Arts, designed to encoumge the fine

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which it was orcoted have been but little changed since its original 
construction, it is not thought necessary to particularize its history 
with minuteness, 

Bofore closing the account of the Park it is proper to mention that 
besides the public purposes to which it has heen actually devoted, 
othors haveboon from time to time proposed, but abandoned. Among 
them was the erection of the City Howpital near the old Bridewell, 
‘Tho Corporation voted to give tho land for this purpose, but the pub- 
lio voive condemned the introduction of a building of that chanucter 
within thelr favorite place of resort, and the prosont state of the hoa- 
pital was purchased, the city giving £1,000 towards it in lieu of their 
donation of land, It was alto at one timo, in the early part of the 
protent century, proposed to erect a reservoir in the Park for aupply- 
ing the city with water to be brought from. the Bronx river, but the 
project fell through. 

Beyond the commons lay what in the carliost settlement of the 
town had been appropriated ax a burial-slace for negro, slave and free. 
It wasa desolate,unappropriated sput, descending with a gentle declly- 
ity towards a rayine which Jed to the Kalkhook pond. ‘The negroes 
in thiscity were, both in the Dutch and Knglish colonial times, a pro~ 
scribed and detested race, having nothing iacommon with the whites. 
‘Many of them were native Africans, imported hither in slave ships, and 
rotaining their native superstitions and burial customs, among which 
‘was that of burying by night, with various muromeries and outeries. 
‘This custorawas finally prohibited by the authorities from its dangerous 
and exciting tendencies among the blacks, So little avems to have been 
thought of the race that not oven a dedication of their burial-plice 
wns made by the church authorities, or any others who might reason~ 
ably be supposed to have an interest in such a matter. ‘The lands 
were unappropriated, and though within convenient distance from the 
city, the locality was unattractive and desolate, so that by permission 
tho slave population were allowed to Inter their dead there. Appr- 
ently no consideration was given by the authorities to the uses to 
which this place was devoted, for we find that in 1878, the Dutch Goy- 
ernor Colye granted the land to a private citizen, not distinguishing 
{tfrom vacant lands, the description being aa follows: Beginning on 
the north end of the highway that leads to Kalkhook, containing in 
breadth fronting on the west side on the highway twenty-four rods, 
in the rear, on the cast sida, likewigo twenty-four rods; in length on 
Doth ides as well along the Kalkhook ason the south, forty-four rods. 
It was still, however, allowed by the owners, for many subsequent 
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years, to be nsed us the negro burial-pluce. "The extent of this ground 
wae about 400 fest along the east side of Broadway by 600 fect in 
depth. 

‘The following proceedings in the common council In Juno, 170, are 
interesting ax showing the origin of Chambers atrect, and the estab- 
lishmnent of the boundaries of the Park.

This building, in an architectural 
point eine sree one of the banisorest 
structures in the 
building Commit igton Benevolent Society, under 
whose anspl was erected, were Robert Morris, Jr., Jolin Mo 
Comb, Rickard Furman, and John B, Coles. Tt) wad erected! womt! 
the same time, that Tammany Wall was built by the opposite party. 
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Its subsoquent uses were as a public hall, for mootings, assemblies, 
&e., and it was also kept as a hotel, being conducted during many 
of its curly years by Peter MoIntyre. Its carly history is also inti- 
mately identified with the old Federal party, of which it was the 
headquarters, and in its hall of meeting were witnessed many of the 
exelting events which characterized our political history at about 
the period of the last war with Great Britain, It was not well adapt- 
ed to the uses of a public house, and was finally purchased by Mr. A. 
‘1, Stewart, who erected upon ite site the clegant marble building 
which was the ploncer of that class of structures on Broadway.

‘The west side of Broadway, from Chambers to Duane strect, was 
first improved by the erection of a brewery on the comer af Dnane 
street, which is supposed to have been built before the Revolution, 
Before the commencement of the present century It was owned by 
John P. Croshong. It continued In existence until the recent 
improvements in Duane stroet, having justly acquired the name 
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of the “Old Brewery.” A pottery establishment of Alderman

BROADWAY, FROM DUANE STREET TO CANAL STI : 
This section of Broadway is not the leas interesting from Ko aangel- 
ation with what has been supposed with some reason to have been the 
site of un Indiun village nt some distant period of the past. ‘This 
supposition arises principally from the name originally bestowed by 
the Christian settlers upon the hilly promontory extending into, the 
‘The Kalckhook,”’ or lime shell point, 


nection with the vicinity of the hill to an inviting sheétot water, well 
supplied with fish, which stretched along its easter boundary, has 
aided probability to the conjecture. It is to be observed, however, that 
no record exists indicating « settlement of the Indians in this locality, 
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in the times of the early Christian colontsta ; nor had this vicinity as 
had some others on the island (Sapokanican, Mereckawich, anda fow 
othem), any distinct native title, which bas been handed down to ws, 
and we are thus thrown back in our speculations on this subject to the 
remote times where the history of our island ix hidden within the 
darkness surrounding the nomadic and untraditional ages of the 
aborigines. 

‘The Kalckhook commenced at a yale near the presnt line of 
Daane street, and rose gradually to an elevation of forty to fifty 
foct above the surrounding meadows ; on itsaummit, a little pond of 
an nere oF more in Aize appears indicated on some of the early maps. 
Ite extent embraces about forty acres, the whole of which was grant- 
od hy Governor Kieft to Jan Damen, in the year 1645. Some forty 
years subsequently it came to ba the property of four owners, 
who made partition of it, though it still laid in common and the 
public pound was established on its summit One of these por- 
tions was amigned to Jacobus Van Cortland, the moat of which 
remained in the family of that name for over a century, ws will 
be noticed in tracing its subsequent history. The westerly half, 
another portion, eame Into the possession of Anthony Rutgers, a Iead- 
{ng cltixen of New York, who, about the year 1740, ercoted there a 
handsome residence, and occupled the promises until his death, some 
twenty years afterwards, He surrounded bis habitation with elegant 
shrubbery in the geometrical style of rural gardening of those days. 
Long walks bordered with box-wood, and shaded and perfumed with 
flowering shrubs, extended in various directions in the parterre, front 
ing thehouse. ‘The favorite orchard extended nlongthe southerly side 
of tho mansion, while the pasture lands and cultivated fiolds extend- 
od toward thenorth. It was a charming rural residence, and even 
in after years, when ite quiet and domestic characteristics had given 
place to the festive incidents attachod toa public resort, the wAvertine- 
ment of the proprietor expressed it as judged to be the most rural and 
pleasing retreat near the city. 

‘The fashion of the Inst century led idler’ and pleasure-seokers 
to suburban places of amusement, where music, dancing, and feasting 
contributed their share in the amusements of the hour, ‘Tho names 
of Ranelagh and Vauxhall, near London, are familiar even to the 
modern American reader, a8 the literature of the Inst century popu- 
Inrived those resorts of the idle and gay of London society. Their 
glories found (mitators throughont all parts of the British dominions, 
and New York had both a Vauxhall, and Ranolagh ; the latter of 
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which wis the form er residence and garden of Col. Rutgers Thix 
establishment was conducted under the anspices of Mr, Jubn Jones 
for some years im mediately previous to the revolutlonary war. His 
mdyertivoments describe the place as being Inid out at great expense, 
with all conveniences for breakfasting, a nd every entertainment for 
Indies and geatiomen. A complete hand was tp altendamee every 
Monday and ‘Thursday evening during the summer, ina Iargedanciay: 
hall, which had boon erected in the garden, The Rutgers’ estate wns 
bought intotho market for sale ip 1770,and the first sale was to.an meso 
ciation organized for the establishment of « hospital an Institution watil 
then unknown in New York, It was atfinst proposed to ereet the 
building in the Park, but, ns has been eleewhere stated, that project 
wns abandoned, and the site fixid upon was Rotgers’ orchard. ‘The 
Hospital was chartered in 1769. Funds were subscribed in 1774, and 
the uity corporation added £1,000 totlecontribntion in lienof the land 
which had been previously ret apart for this edifice. Five acres 
wore purchased in 1772, and the building was commenced September 
2,1778. ‘The cost of the building was shout $18,000, Tn 1775 it 
was partly destroyed by an jental fire; itwus, however, sufficlently 
repaired to xerve ax barracks for the British woldiers during the war, 
Some years after the return of peace It was reopened as & hospital. 

‘The inadequate funds arising fim private subscription were from

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necessity of some rolief was becoming more manifest as the city 
increased and prospered. ‘The public wells in the streets of the city 
supplied water of brackish taste, which horses, unless accustomed to 
it, would not touch. This wos ascribed to the narrow width of the 
island at the lower portion, which did not permit sufficient filtration 
of the salt water of the rivers; but several of the wells in the vicinity 
of the Kalckhook pond supplied excellent water, and thence the 
inhabitants of the city were daily furnished with their “tea water."* 
From this aros the project of sinking large wells and pumping the 
‘water into an extensive reservoir whence it might be earried through 
the city in wooden pipes. ‘The elevated hill through which Broad- 
way (then Great Goonge strest) was designed to run was fixed upon 
for the purpose, and in 1774 the city authoritics purchased lands of 
A, & I", Van Cortland at £600 per acre. The work was commenced 
undor the supervision of Christopher Colles, one of the earliest pro- 
fessional engineers established in the city, good water reported! as 
Veing found in the wells. The reservolr was completed and wooden 
pipes wore laid through the strocts, ‘The first contract for the latter 
being for 60,000 feet, at a cost of £1,250. ‘Tho work was completed 
about April, 1776. ‘The resorvoir stood on the east side of Broadway, 
near the southeasterly corner of the presont White streetand Broad- 
way. [tis to be remembered, howover, that this was many years be- 
fore atrects were out through in that vicinity. As to the history of 
the reservoir daring the occupancy by the British, which took place 
a fow months after its completion, and continued till 1783, we have 
no positive knowledge, but it is believed that ft was not aged during 
that period, and probably proved to be inadequate to its objects, ax we 
find the Manhattan company, which was subsequently onganined for 
the purpose of supplying the city with pure. and wholesome water, 
petitioning the city in 1799 for permission to occupy the former reser= 
‘voir until it could be ascertained if the water should prove to be of 
sufficient quality and quantity to supply the city. ‘Their petition was 
granted, but from the fact that the company soon after established 
their works in another locality, it is inferred that the original site was 
not approved. ‘The property of the Corporation at the reservoir, 
Brondway and White streets, was gold in lots in 1810 ; those on Broad= 
way selling a4 high as an average of $3,000 each, The total sale 
amounted to $25,500. 

‘The sccount thos fargiven, has shown the improvements in that 
section prior to tho revulutionary war. “During the seven years in 
which the city was occupled by the British, the history of the Kale 
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hook was of'a military character. The hospital, which was tenanted 
by soldiers, was fortified by works thrown up around the building, 
and for greater security a block house, and some other fortifications,

‘Thus when sidewalks were first proposed in 1791, to extend from the 
Bridowell, in the Park, to the hogpital, it was reported ly the #ur- 
veyor that the requisite lowering of Broadway, at Warren and 

bora streata, would be about three feet, whithn ah Mow Qeyateetel 
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through which Duane strest was Inld out it required to be ralsed 
about eight fect. Thenoe up to the hospital it required lowering to 
the extent of ten fect at the latter polnt Newly oppzsite the 
hospital was the handsome residence of Mr. David M. Clarkson, the 
first house of any ize erected in this vicinity on the line of Beond- 
way, At this point the sidowalks wore proposed to stop; but the 
digging away of tho street as far as the moadows, it was designed to 
proceed with. Some years lapsed, however, before the outing down 
of Broadway was finally carried into effect, whon the deepest outting 
was found to be between the present White and Walker atrocts, 
where the street was cut down below the natural surface to the 
depth of about twenty-three fect. ‘The regulation of the street was 
continued to the stone bridge ut the meadows. 

Before procesding to note the progress of improvement in tht soo- 
tion, it will be found convenient to allude to the names of the cross 
strocts, several of which have been changed at various periods. 

Barley street, #o called after a brewery weat of Broadway, was 
afterwards called Duane street. 

Magazine strest, so named, from the reason that it led past the old 
Powder house on the Uttle island in the pond, was afterwards called 
Pearl ateeot. 

Catharine street has been altered to Anthony streot, and Catharine 
Jane and Leonard street have retained their names. 

Sugar-loaf stroct has been altored to Franklin atret. 

White, Walker and Canal streots haye retained thelr original names. 

‘The improvement of the east side of Broadway betwoen Duane and 
Pearl stroots, was commenced soon after the close of the Revolution, 
and within ten or fifteen years after that period the whole front had 
been built upon, The buildings were of wood and of small proportlon 
with two exceptions, those known as Nos 808 and $10, which were three- 
story brick buildings, then considered of an excellent class. ‘These 
wore erected by Mr. Nichols, and in after years were occupied by Jead- 
ing cltizens, among whom may be mentioned : Joseph Ichard, Wil- 
liam, Cutting (lawyer), John C. Stevens, John Tonnele, Jr., and Mr. 
Ttapelje, A view of this portion of Broadway as it existed with the 
original buildings erected upon it, is hore given. —(See next page.) 

About 1818, a fine house was erected on premises No, 306, first 
occupied by John McKesson, afterwards by Samuel Bradhunst, EH. H. 
Scheiffelin, and others. Several of the original frame buildings stood 
‘until within comparatively recent years, others wero demolished far 
the erection of Masonic Hall in 1826, ‘This building, of which awe 
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follows, oconpied a site originally built upon by Hoeekles, a mason, 
wnd afterwards used as a grocery store ‘The Masonic fraternity erect 
ed this elegant edifice for the purposes of their order, ‘The en-

building, as the most splendid apartment of the kind in the United 
States, being a saloon, in the richest style of gothic archi 
ninety-five feet long, forty-seven wide, and twenty-five high. 7 
the velling, which was divided into elght arches, were pendant numneroes 
ornaments in imitation of the chapel of Henry VIIE. Thix room waa 
ned for public meetings, concerts, and balls, &o The third 
wae used ns meeting rooms for the masonic fraternity. "The hace 4

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gn” excitement, which wus drawn into polities, the prosperity of Mix- 
sonic Hall gradually waned, and its name was changed (o Gothic Hall. 
In one of the city publications in 1841 it Is recorded as having chung- 
éd hands, its stockholders having received neither prinefpal nor inter- 
est on thelr Investment. A few years since It was demolished, to give 
place to the present elegant buildings on tho site Nos. 814 and 816 
Broadway.

‘Thodlock between Pearl and Anthony streets was originally chiefly 
occupied by the brewery, erected not long after the Revolution, by Mr. 
Snyder; after hix death his widow married Authony Steenbach, who 
conducted the business in connection with James Brown, ‘The brew- 
ery and malt house were entered from Anthony street. Steenbach's 
residence was on the southeast comer of Broadway and Anthony 
strects, and Brown's on the northeast corner; attached to each was 
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From Anthony strost to Catharine lane the property belonged to 
the owners of the browery, on the opposite corner, anid before the 
year 1800 butone house had been erected on the block, in which Mr. 
Brown, the original owner, resided. It wason the corner of Anthony 
street, and was removed within » comparatively recent period. A view 
of it ix given in the next ilustmition. Within a few year subse- 
quently, residences of a good class were ereoted on the block, and we 
find them occupied at different periods by several lending citleens, 
among whom may be mentioned, John Grissom, Gilbert Robertson, 
Edward W. Laight, andJ. R. Beekman. On this block was, in after 
yeams, erected a church edifice, affording the largest accommodation 
for an audionce of any then in the city. It was built about the year

1826, and was originally called the Sixth Free Presbyterian Church, in 
which Rey, F. G, Finlryand others officiated.

Oa the next block, Get Catharine tue and Leonard street, which 
‘contained but about sixty foct front, two small frame buildings were 
originally erected bofore thy grade of the strect wit lowered. "They 
were let down even with the street, and in one of them, on thé comer 
of Leonacd atreot, Stephon Conover eatablishol his hardware store in 
1810, the other being occupied by Cahoone as m grocery, "These 
afterwards gave place to the elegant edifice erected by the New York 
Society Library Association. ‘This institution, which was the oldest 
of the kind in New York, had previonsly bean lomated in Naseam 
street, opposite the Dutch church (now Post-office). ‘They eold their 
property in 1836 for $44,200, and with those and other funds de~ 
rived from the New York Athencam, then morgod with them, they 
purchasod tho site in Broadway, containing sixty fect front and one 
hundred feet deep, at a oost of $47,500. The edifice cost about 
$70,000, the result leaving the Library considerably iu debt. ‘Tho 
building was completed in 1839. ‘The Library Association oooupied 
the premises until 1855, when they sold ts Appleton & Oo., pablishers, 
for the sum of $110,000, by whom it is willl ocoupted, 

"Tho block beaeven Lenard and Franklin streets, oon. after the Reyola-

A portion of the Katekhook south of Van Gortland's property had 
come into the Depeyster famlly, and before tho Revolution was weed 
by them as pasturo Lind, it betng then customary for the wealthiest 
faunilies in the city to supply themsélves with home-made butter and 
the fresh milk of their own cows.

foon after this period this property began to be improved by the 
erection of residences, and we find that about the year 1818, houses 
of a superior class were constructed. These residences were at first

Herring, and No. 858 by Francis Depau. ‘The principal incident 
connected with those buildings, previons to their recent final demo-~ 
Ution, was the alteration of Nos. 350 and 362 (comer of Leonard 
stroot) into a hotel, as the Carlton House, Kept in 1860, and for some 
years subeequontly, by Mr. Hodges.

Vefore the march of improvement about the year 1818, Handeome 
residences were then erected between Franklin and White streets, 

‘owned by George Rapelje, John M. Bradhuret, Sammel Watkink, 

Richard Kingsland, James Gitender, ad Willlam M. Catting (after 
wards oconpled by Mr. Astor), which remained until a recent period, 
and between White and Walker streets the first im provements were 
made by Mra Banyar, widow of Goldsborough Banyar, and by Peter A. 
Jay. Betwoon Walker and Canal streets the finst permanent improve 

ment was made by Peter Jay Munro, on the north comer of Walker 

(afterwards Floronce'’s Hotel), and by George Bruce, on the comer of 
Canal street, ‘Tho buildings of a public character afterwards erected 
in this locality were, Concert Hall, afterwards called the Minerva 
Rooms, No, 404; Enterprise Wall, No. 410; The Apollo Gallery, No. 
412, 
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‘Turning ourattention to the west side of Broadway, it ia found that 
Vefore the commencement of the present contury there hnd been 
about twenty honses eroctod, commencing with the public house and 
garden of Conrad Vandorbeck, on the north’ corner of Duane street, 
and eading with the Tannory of Thomas Duggan, near the stone 
bridge afterwards the line of Cannl street, | ‘These honses wore all 
small frame buildings, and, with one or two exceptions, aro not of 
sufficient interest for description. 

Between Anthony and Leonardstreets, at the commencement of the 
prosont century, was a building occupied as an independent charch, 
Tn the samo neighborhood was als w public garden, which, before the 
cutting through of Broadway, stood on the topof the Kalckhook hill, 
overlooking a large extent ofsurrounding country. ‘This was erected 
before or duting tho Rayolution, aa it ix located upon a map mado in 
1782. It was aftorwards known as the White Conduit House, a tear 
view of which is here given.

for about forty years, and has so recently been abandoned that ite 
remembrance must be familinr to many of our citizens. 

‘The most marked improvement of Broadway In this vicinity, was 
the erection, about 1807, ofa row of first class residences between An- 
thony and Leonard streets. ‘These, commencing with the comer of 
Anthony street, wore owned by Thomas Tom, Jobn Franklin, B. G. 
Minturn, William Denning, William Henderson, and Thomas Stag, 
and soon after John H. Howland bailt on the corner of Leonard street. 

At about the same time Mr. Noufbill erected two good dwelling- 
houses on and next to the north corner of Laonant street adjoining 
the garden soon after taken by Coutolt. We find by an advertisement 
of sale of No. 847 Broadway, comer of Leonard street in 1812, that 
the size was 28 x 62, three storles, with stable in the rear of lot; the 
parlors being furnished with folding doors and marble mantelpieces. 
Botween that time and 1815, Peter Crary erected a residence on No. 
861, and Gamaliel Smith one adjoining, on comer of Franklin street.

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‘This was the limit of improvements in 1815, the property sorth as 
for as Duggon’s at Canol street, being mostly vacant except a black- 
‘moith shop and «ne or two temporary tenements. During the emen- 
ing five years, however, the strect was almostentirely improved by « 
fair class of buildings, which remained until a recent period. 

Anerain the history of Broadway in the section now tnder review, 
was ocensioned by the introduction of gus, the pipes for which were 
Taid south of Canal street in 1826. At this period the west side of 
Broadwny wns already extensively, patroninat as the fushlonable shop- 
ping mart. Already many of the drygoods stores had been tnsresfer- 
red from the section below St, Paul's Church, and wore following tho 
Population which was filling up the cross streets below Canal street, 
and the throng of pedestrians which hagcbaracterimd the modern 
em of our great thoroughfare, bogan to make a noticeable appearance 
in business hours.as well asin the evening when the plessuro-scokors 
were abroud.

‘The subject of draining the Fresh Water Pond, and filling up the 


meadows extending to the North river, ocosioned great discussion, 
and a variety of plans, which were changed, from time to time, ux 
‘occasion seemed to demand. 

‘The history of the meadows and pond bas ‘been given in former 
numbers of the Manual, and will not be recupitulated, except to may, 
in brief, that the meadows had boon granted to Colonel Rutgers, who, 
previous to the Revolution, had constructed a drain from the pond to 
the river. 

‘The first indication of any bridge cromsing this drain occurs in a 
map executed during the revolutionary war, ond, inasmuch as no 
mention is made of action in the premises by the city authoelties, 
and furthermore, considering that the stracture knows to have been 
© ected was of too substantial a character, and too obviously designed 
for public travel to admit the idea that it waa constructed by the 
owners of the swamp, we are left to the inference that the stone 
bridge was a military work, designed to conneot the extenalve for 
tifications om the Kalekhook and Bayard’s farm. The bridge was 
erected on the line of Broudway, and was commonly known as tho 
stone or arch bridge. 

Soon after the Revolution, measures were taken for the kmprove-, 
ment of the pond and meadows, for which purpose commiisioners 
were appointed under an act of the Legislature. Confining our 
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attention to the meadows, we shall briefly note, in chronological 
order, the proceedings appearing in the Common Council minutes, 

1792. Ordored that the Commisiioners under act for regulating the 
meadows, be informed that ft is the wish of the Common Council 
that they proceed. 

1790, A Committes to confer with proprietors along the line of 
the proposed canal. 

1796, Proprietors to be aaked to oade land, #0 that the canal may 
be forty feet wide, with street on each side thirty feet wide. 

1796. Project submitted by Messrs, Mangin, Engineers, for convert 
ing the pond into a dock for shipping, with access by ounsl throagh 
the meadows. 

Botwoen 1798and 1804, Plan adopted for filling the pond with 
earth from the adjacent hills. 

Betwsen 1798 and 1804, Report on opening a canal from Broadway 
to the Hudson river. 

Between 1708 and 1804. Order for opening immediately. 

Between 1708 and 1804. Committee for reporting a plan, discharged. 

Botweon 1708 and 1804. Resolution t> make a tunnel or ower 
from the Kast to tho North river. 

Botween 1798 and 1804. Ceasions of ground to be obtained. 

1805. Raport in favor of #1 opon canal to pass though a street 
one hundred feat wide. 

1807. Momorial by city council to legislature for appointaent 
of commisioners, setting forth the difimlty of regulating and 
improving the ntreets inthe meadows. 

1808. Memorial of owners, stating that the various plans for 
regulating Canal street have proved prejudicial, and that any one 
plan, however imperfect, woall be better than such frequent 
‘fluctuations. 

1809, Gouverneur Morris and Samuel De Witt, who had been 
appointed commissioners, resigned ; James Fairlie and Samuel Russel 
appointed ; Mr. Fairloe declines ; Mr. Rutherford declines ; Wm. H. 
Treland and Daniel Ebbets appointed. 

The following view [p, 608) represents the stone bridge and dein 
fas it appeared before the final conclusion was come to, to hare an 
fnclosed sewer constructed. 

‘The width of the ditch through the meadows was from six to 
eight foot. Mr. Duggan erected bis tannery on the meadows, in the 
Yicinity of the present southwest, corner of Broadway and Canal 
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‘The Bayard farm was bounded on the east by the Bowery, and on 
the west by an irregular line extending to Macdongal street. ‘The 
Mansion House was erected about the year 1750, and was situated on 
the block bounded by the present Grand, Broome, Crosby, and Elm 
strects, Tt wns approached by an avenue called Bayard's Jane, the 
entrance gute being ut the Bowery road ; the present Broome’ street 
has been Iaid out on nearly the sume line. ‘The family was a leading 
one in New York from the time of the Datch. During the war the 
defensive lines established on the outskirts of the city ran across thie 
property, and occasioned it to be much cut up by anilitary works, |A 
diagram of these works, made in 1782, illustrates thelr condition at 
the close of the war,

Nicholas Bayard, after the close of the Revolution, found himeelf 
financially embarrassed from the devastating effects of the war, and 
rained between six and weven thousand pounds by mortgage af the 
‘West farm, or that part of the estate west of Trondway ,whiheh com 





tained about one hundred acres. ‘This was placed in the hands of 
trustees, and by them sold off in parcels of various sites. ‘Tho pro- 
porty had been previously Laid out in lote and strecta, 

‘The regulation of Broadway was deferred for some years after its 
opening, chiefly from the diffisulties arising ontof the discordant 
action respecting the plan of regulating Oanal street ; and thus it is 
found that before the grade of the streot was established several 
buildings were erected on its line. In its natural course it presented: 
a varity of surface requiring axcavating at some places and Gilling at 
other. Ata point on Broadway, near the prosnt Spring street, 
was the junction of two private lanes through Bayard’s farm, one of 
which lod southwesterly to the North river shore at Lispenand’s 
msidows, the other ran in a westerly course, and terminated 
near Richmond hill. And at the present Amity strect was another 
lane leading from the Bowory to Richmon’ hill, along ths southerly 
side of Horring’s land. Broadway Itself, in the locality now spoken 
of, was for many yoars commonly known as the Middle road. 

In 1802 a survey of the Middle road was ordered from the Arched 
Bridge (Canal street) to Dr. Livingston's residence, which was om the 
routhwest corner of Broadway and Prince strest; and the Street 
Commissioner was directed to report as to “the best method of pay- 
ing, or, ag it was called, ‘turnpliking’"’ it, He recommended the 
paving forty feet wide, with sidewalks ten feet wide, nnd that 
row of trees be planted on cach side, at ten feot distance from each 
other. His plan t first adopted, and afterward repealed on 
account of the long standing difficulty respecting Canal strect. To 
the meantime, however, the Middle road waa, to some extent, im-

excenitingly anxious to acoapt the liberal offer of Mr. Burling, and 
‘one offered to cart a great portion at his own expense. It being con~ 
cluded by the Corporation that the arrangement would ** be an addi- 
tional beauty to Broadway, the pride of our city," and as the season 
was then a proper one for transplanting, and the curbstoves were 
then being laid, the proposition wax approved. 

Previous to the rugulation of the stroat, and bofore the commencs- 
ment of the presont century, #everal adventurous pioncors, as hes 
been mentioned, ervoted improvements along the Middle road, At 
that time the old mansion still remained in the ocoupancy of Alder- 
man Bayard, though ite destiny, soon to. fall before the advancing 
strides of city population, was obvious. Already.on the cornur of 
Grand street public house had been erected, which then and. for 
many subsequent years was conducted hy Abraham Davis, This was 
afterward called the Broadway House, and the #ame premises were 
occupied sa hotel until within the past few yeant. A view of the 
promixes at a time when some additional improvements had been 
made in the vicinity is here given.

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‘The occurrence of the war with Great Britain soon after the period 
above referred to had the effuct to defer the Improvement of the 
ntreet ; but ite progress was only temporarily stayed, and we find indl- 
cations of a speculative character attached to property on the whole 
line of the stract. Taking the year 1820 asa guide, it is found that 
very much of the street bad already been improved, On tho eat 
side, between Canal and Howard streets, the whole frout was occu: 
pied, though the buildings were small frame edifices. Among them 
wore Geer & Riley’s carpenter shop. ‘Thess parties became notable 
builders, and were identified with many of the improvements in the 
upper part of the elty. Oa the block above (between Howard and 
Grand streets), there were several small houses, besldes Wyman's 
stabiles, the pionsor establishmont of that kind above Cunal atevet, 
Victor Papitt then conductod 4 circus established on that block (aftor- 
word Tatteraalls), to be hereafter more particularly roferred to. Bat 
votweon the circus and Grand stroot the lots wer still unoceuptod. 
The noxt block (between Grand and Broome streets) was about half 
filled up, there being some seven lots improved und seven Yacant, 
‘Phe class of buildings on this block was superior to that erected at an 
eutlicr period. ‘The owners were principally men of means. ‘The best 
honses ware those on the corner of Broome street, the comer being 
owned by Abijah Hammond, and that adjoining being the property 
of Elbert Anderson. ‘These wore first-class residences. The view 
which has been given in another place of the ** Broadway House’* 
shows the character of the houses in the middle of the block. 

‘The block next above (betworn Broome and Spring stroets) was 
entirely built upon, all the buildings being erected for residences, 
though most of them were without protensions to being of the first 
class of houses, ‘There were several others, however, ull of which wae 
owned by Isuac Lawrence, which were of a suporior description, and 
were tenanted by well-known citizans, Ofthess, No, 476 was oooupied 
by Alfred 8, Pell ; No. 478, by George Richards ; No. 480, which was 
a large double honse, was occupied by Mr. Lawronoe, the owner; No. 
482, by John Griswold ; No, 484, by Foxhall A. Parker. We may 
mention, among other residents on that block at the period spoken of, 
Murray Hoffman, No. 486, and Gabriel V. Ludlow, No. 490. Citizen 
Genet occupied the southeast corner of Broadway and Spring street. 

‘The block betwoen Spring and Prince streets was Just beginning to 
receive the impetus of improvement, and two fine buildings on the 
‘comor of Spring street had been erected by Thoraas . Woodruff, an 
enterprising builder. Two other small houses, with gable toute.

‘These, however, were held in that 
condition but a short time after that period, ‘The next block (that be- 
twoen Prince and Bleecker streets, Houston streot not baving been yet 
opened) then approached the suburbs of the city.

‘The site sine 
occupiod by Niblo’s Garden and the Metropolitan Hotel was then 
vacant; but north of that property the street was nearly all ocew- 
piod, prineipally by small frame buildings, which hind been erected 
Ly persons of moderate means at a time when the lots cowkt be par 
chased at alow figure, But toward Bleceker street the property wae 
jn the handsof mun of fortune, and was improved with « superior 
class of buildings. ‘The principal one of these proprietors wws Joli 
Mason, who owned several fine houses, occupied by leading eltizens, 
among whom were Mayor Colden, N. G. Rutgers, HL B. Lambert, 
and I. Despard, the lntter being on the comer of Bleecker street.

There were on that block, how- 
ever, the two best houses then on Broadway above Canal street 
‘These had boon recently erected by Mr. Stephan B. Munn, and were 
very superior buildings for that day, ‘Toward Spring treet there were 
three brick buildings of an ontinary class, one of which, on the cor- 
ner of Spring street, was occupied as a drug store by Henry T, Kier- 
sto, who continued in the same premises for over thirty years 
subsequently. When his promises were purchased for tho site of the 
St. Nicholas Hotel, Gen. Kiersted removed to the suburbs of the city, 
corner of Broadway and Forty-sixth street. There wore, however, 
on the block spoken of, at that time, over a dozen unoccupied lots, 
‘The following view shows the condition of the street on the site of 
the St. Nicholas Hotel ns it was in 1820. The building below the 
grvle was a coach factory, standing on the level of an old lane. On 
its site was afterward the coach factory of Milne Parker. ‘The for- 
tifications on the hill in the rear were the remains of carth-worke 
from Revolutionary times.

Walter Langdon, Mr. Astor owned a considerable jproperty im that 
vicinity, extending to and along Prince strest, It was not, however, 
improved by the erection of buildings until many years afterward. 
At one period, Catherwood's Panorama occupied these premises, A 
view is here given of this vicinity, although the period to which the 
ploture refers is some years subsequent to that to which we have been 
alluding.

On the next block (between Houston and Bleecker #tt 
was but one frame building ; the block abore, however (b 
Bloecker and Amity strects), was improved by the eréetion of 
fine brick residences, mor. of wWhiea were he yagerty of G 
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Brinkerhoff Potween Amity stroot and Art street there was no 
‘croms street established, and the property was divided into lange par- 
cels, much of it still remaining in the condition of suburban resi- 
dences. Among the proprietors may be mentioned, William Neilson, 
three acres ; Widow Depeyster, five nores ; the ‘Thomas estate, resi- 
dence and twelve lots ; Elbert Anderson, house and teu lots; Martin 
‘Hoffman, houxs and eight lota ; Peter Hatrick, house and two lots; 
and Henry Sherman. 

Weeshall now proceed to note some of the incidents and changes 
in that part of Broadway under consideration, 

Among the earliest of the places which attained public notoriety 
wis Vauxhall Garden, which occupied the old mansion and sur 
rounding premises of the Bayard estate, ‘This wax established by a 
Frenchman, namod Delacroix, about the year 1798, and was for tome 
yearn popular resort, The garden, which was the sameas that origi- 
nally laid out by the early propriotors, was extensive, and hand- 
somely embellishod ; nearit,toward the east, rove Bayand’s Mount, or, 
as it wax called, aftor Revolutionary times, “ Bunker Hill,” from the 
fortifications on its summit, ‘This was the highest eminence near the 
city, and afforded an exteosive prospect on every side, It was at 
this time, bare of trees, and on gala oocaslons iteides were filled with 
people witnessing exhibitions of fireworks, &c., in the fields below. 
+ Flying horses,” mead-booths, &,, crowned its summits In the 
neighborhood were also considerable groves, the relics of what in old 
times were known aa" Bayard’s Woods.” But the advancing progress 
of population soon drove Delacroix to other quarters, He established 
himself in a locality #0 far beyond the limits of the city as to prom~ 
ine many years of enjoyment before the strides of city improvements 
reached it. ‘This was on the Bowery, south of the Sandy Hill road 
and to this plice he transferred his residlenos as well as the former 
name of his establishment, He Inid out the grounds, covering sev- 
oral acres, and extending to Broadway, in the geometrical style of 
gacdening, and planted toes along the alloys, About the year 1827, 
the garden was shorn of half its proportions by the opening of Lafay- 
cette place through its cmtre. ‘The Astor Library was erected within 
its limite. 

Among the early improvements in Broadway was the erection of 
lunge wooden building, originally designed for a circus, but aftor- 
wand converted into a theatre. It was yituated on tho cast side of 
Broadway, botwoen Howant and Grand streets, 

In a nowspuper, of date 1812, Is a notice by Messrs. Dwyer & 
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McKenzie, stating that they have taken the late ciress, naw the 
Olympiu tueatro, fora term of years; in which wonld likewiee bo 
given exhibitions of horsmanship, under the direction of Mr. Hres- 
chard, Opening performance, May 22, 1812. How Jong it continued 
under that management does not appear; bat we find the building 
occupied as a circus in 1820, at which time Victor Pepin controtled 
ite management. In 1826 it appears that it was still eceupied as « 
cireus, and belonged to Peter Lorillard. It covered four Jots, Nos 
442, 444, 440, and 448 Broadway. 

In later years a new building was erected ona portion of the sane 
site, having the name of the Olymple theatre, whieh, in TS88, wax 
under the management of Mrt, Hamblin, In 18391¢ was conducted 
by Mr, McKinney, and in 1840 pased into the hands of Managor 
Mitchell, under whom it attained « high degree of prosperity. The 
former circus building is believed to have been tho same afterwant 
known as Tattersall’s, a place of sale tor horas and carriages of all 
Kinds, for which purpose it was occupied until within @ few yeane 
Past, ‘The condition of this block, as it appeared in 1840, ts shown 
by the folliwing illustration : 
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In early years a cirens, called the Stadium, was established on the 
northeasterly corner of Broadway and Prince streets. ‘hea prom- 
ines were purchased, when Bayard’s farm was sold off in tote, by Mr. 
Van Rensellucr, and occupted the site of the Metropolitan Hotel and 
Niblo's Garden. Shortly after the War of 1812, the inclosure was used 
asa place for drilling militia officers, who were cited to appear at 
the Stadium for dritl The cirous edifice was surrounded by a high 
fence, the entrance being on Prince strect. Afterward two brick 
buildings were erected on Brordway, one of which was for some 
time occupied by James Fenimore Cooper, the novelist. William 
Niblo (previously proprietor of the Bank Coffee House in Pine 
street) removed to this locality in the year 1828, and established a 
restaurant and public garden, Ja the centro of the garden was still 
remaining the old circus building, which was devoted by Mr, Niblo 
to exhibitions of theatrical performances of a gay and attractive char- 
acter, which soon attained such popularity aa to induce him to erect 
a building of more pretensions asa theatre. ‘This edifice was con 
structed even with the line of Broadway, but haying a blank face

on that street, the entrance being from within the ganien, The lut- 
ter was approached from Broadway. ‘The Interlor of the ganlen 
was spacious, and adorned with shrubbery and walks, lighted up with: 
festoons of lamps, The view on the preceding page shows the 
condition of Niblo’s Garden before tho erection of the theatre on 
Beondway. 

A row of one-story buildings was afterwund erected along Browd- 
way to the corner of Prince street, that on the corner being for a 
timo occupied Ly the yenorable Grant Thorburn, the seed man, "The 
following view shows the condition of the promises at the thne af 
their destruction by fire. Soon nfter, the Metropolitan Hotel was 
erected on the same kite :

h h village). - Some alteration of its line appears to lave heen 
made in 1768, when some \inqrovement was made from “the old 
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house at the Bowery to the brook called by the Indian name “* Minotta, 
water.’ The Sand Hilla were a range extending from Richmond Hill 
in a semi-circular cours: toward the Bowory road, In the Duteh 
vornvcular, ths locality was knowa as the ** Zantberg,”” and ia so 
named on some of the early maps Along the westerly base of this 
range min a branch of the brook called Minetta water, which took 
Its rise at a point in the present Fifth avenue, between ‘Twenty-first 
and ‘twenty-second streels, and rin a little east of that avenue as far 
as Kighteenth steeet, when It turned westward, cromed Washington 
synare, and emptied into the North river not far north of the old 
Richmond Hill. The road over the Zantbers was also sometines 
called the “ Obelisk road,’* sometimes the ‘* Monument road," from 
tho circuinstance that it ted past the obituary memorial erected in 
honor of Geneml Wolfe, the hero of Queboc. ‘This work of art was 
situated not far from Greenwict, and adjaceat to oron the property 
of Sir Peter Warren, who owned a very Lange estate in that vicinity. 
As no mention of its existence is found after the Revolutionary War, 
it Is presumed the British officers caused its remoyul kefore they 
evucuated the city. 

‘The vicinity of Sandy Hill became the site of several residences, and 
retained its name until » comparatively rocent period, as we find ax 
lnte as 1812 nn advertisement of the sale of a country seat “* on Sandy 
Hill, at the upper end of Broadway."* 

‘The most notable edifice in that vicinity was that erected by Lienten- 
unt-Governor Andrew Elliott, on his estate, which be called “* Minto." 
Mr. Elliott was a son of Sir Gilbert Elliott, Lord Chief Justice Clork 
of Scotland. In 1764 he reesived the appointment of Collector and 
Recelver-General of the province of New York, and established his 
residence in this city. In 1766 he purchased about thirteen acres of 
Jand fronting on the Bowery road, and afterward made furthor pur- 
‘chases, #0 that bis estate covered about twenty-one acres, lying partly 
along the Sandy Hill road, and extending to the Minctta water, He 
‘rected a handsome mansion, and gave his estate the name above men- 
tioned. The dingram on the khows aground plan of his following 
house, and Sterelative position to the atructs afterward cut through 
the property. 

In 1780 Mr. Elliott was appointed Licutenant-Governor, and ns 
‘such, in the absence of the Governor, administered the affiirs of the 
province until the evacuation of the city by the British, when he re- 
tumed to his native country. His wife was a Philadelphia Indy, and 
his daughter was married in this city, in 1779, to Lon (afterward 
Karl) Cathcart, then major in the British army on duty wm sts eieg. 
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‘Thin estate afterward became the property and residence of Fred- 
erick Charles Hans Brano Poelnits, commonly called Baron Poclaite, 
who sold It in 1790 for the sum of five thousand pounds to Robert R.

Randall, n merchant and shipmoster of this city. Mr. Randall resided 
on the property until bis death, in the early part of the present cen- 
tury. By his will, made in 1801, he establislied, prineipally on the 
tunis of this estate, ono of the most munificent charitier In the cowte 
try the support and maintenance of aged and Infir peamen, 
d ng that a suitable edifice be crected and denominated “the 
Suilore’ Saag Harb From which ciroumstance arose the name 
by which the property wax known for many Years ‘The bolliings 
were, however, finally ereeted on the north shore of Staten Tslasd, 
the conier stone being laid August 1, 1833. 

Pursuing the history of the origiwal cetates along the line of Brosd- 
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way, we find, adjoining the estate of Minto, or the Sailors’ Sug Har- 
bor, the furm of Hendrick Brevoort, fronting also on the Bowery lane, 
and extending back toa point betwoen Fifth and Sixth avenues, ‘The 
old homestead stood on the line of the Bowery, and, as the plan of the 
city wag afterwand established, Eleventh street ran upon the site of 
the house. In after years, when the opeuing of the strest became 
desirable, and efforts were made to accomplish it, Mr. Brevoort re 
sistod with such effect a1 to have that improvement abandoned. Or- 
dinances were passed for its opening in 1836 wnd 1849, but the veno- 
rable occupant refused to move, and they were rescinded. 

‘The farm of Henry Spingler, extending along the west side of the 
Bowery road from Fourteenth to Sixteenth street, and containing 
about twenty-two acres, was originally « part of the large estate of 
Elias Brevoort, who, in 1762, conveyed this portion to John Smith, 
from whose executors it was purchased by Mr, Spingler, then « 
“shopkeeper” of Now York, in 1788, for the sum of nine hundrwd 
and fifty pounds. ‘Tho original farm-houss stood, it is believed, 
within the limits of the present Union square. 

Mr, Spingler preserved his property in its origioal condition Long 
after most of his neighbors had yielded to the pressure of the ndyanc- 
ing population, and sold off portions of thelr original estates ; thus 
Mr. Brevoort had divided up and sold off portions of his farm, and 
when Broadway was opened, several suburban residences had been 
established on the Brevoort property. More especially was this divi- 
sion of original farm-lines noticed on tho cast side of the Bowery 
road opposite Mr. Spingler's farm. ‘There woroa succm#ion of raral 
mansions occupied by wealthy citizens. The grounds attached to 
thrae residences were sufficiently large to afford room for handsome 
floral displays, while the edifices were of an elegant character, "These 
wore afterward removed in consequence of the line of the Fourth 
avenue cutting diagonally through them. 

North of Sixteenth street was land which wosalso originally a part 
of Elias Brevoort’s farm, who sold {t in 1762 to a buteber named 
Dawson. ‘The latter, in 1773, conveyed It to. John Ousterman for the 
sum of thirteen hundred and fifty-nine pounds. It extended in front 
along the west side of Bowery lane about five hundred and thirty 
foot, or from the present Sixteenth to Kighteenth street. ‘The farm 
contained about twenty-three acres. It was through the section 
covered by these properties that Broadway was next proposed to be 
opened, the first proceedings toward which were taken in 1802 by 
the appointment of a committer to treat with the owners of the. 
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property through which it was proposed to extend the street. The 
condition of the property at this time may be readily understood by 
reference to the map made by the Commissioners for laying out the 
streets on the uppor part of the fsland, which, although sot made 
until a fow years after this period, appears to show nearly the xame 
division of estates as existed at the opening of the street. ‘The 
Bowery lane curved somewhat in passing through the present site of 
Union squpre, and at about Sixteenth etreet parmed a stright 
course towant Blocmingdale. ‘This Inter coures it was proposed to 
continue by the new line of Broadway, and thus the direction of the 
Jatter street, which waa undeviating from the Battery to Tenth street, 
wos changed above the latter street by a alight divergence westward. 
At the time when this part of Broadway was opened, the general 
plan of the city had not boen adopted, and there were no crom 
strecta established on its Mine. The points of termination of this 
opening was therefore fixed by designating the Improvement as 
‘from Art stroct to the White House, or the Tulip tree.’

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olegant square was Mr. Samuel B. Ruggles, a resident and large pro- 
perty-bolder in the vicinity, 

We shall now proceed to note the progress of individual improve- 
mente in the section referred to, 

For this purpose we will take the year 1832, at about which period 
the progressive cra of that portion of the atroct became inost ani- 
mated. At that time, on the aut side of Broadway, between the 
present Astor place and Eighth street, the street was wholly built 
upon. The block between Eighth and Ninth #treole was vacant, 
‘That between Ninth and ‘Tenth streets was also vacant, Botween 
‘Tenth and Twelfth streets there were several small houses toward 
‘Twelfth street, belonging respectively to Ann Hamilton, J. Howell, 
John Morse, and Henry M. Western. Metweon Twelfth and Thir- 
teenth streets wore two large houses belonging to J. F. Delaplaine; 
the rest of the block wax vacant, Between Thirteenth and Four- 
teenth atroets were several small frame buildings. On the west aide 
of Broadway, between Kighth and Ninth strests, all yacant lots. 
Between Ninth and Tenth streets, four first-class residences, belonging 
to W. B. Lawrence and B. MoVickar; and another, with four lots 
attached, of J. ¥. Delaplaine, Between Tenth and Eleventh atreota, 
all vacant lots, bolonging to Henry Brovoort. Between Eleventh 
and Twelfth strects, one louse, belonging to Richard R. Wand. 
Between Twelfth and Thirteenth streets, three «mall houses ; remain- 
der of block vacant, Between Thirteenth and Fourteenth streets, all 
vacant. The era of improvement had, however, commenced, and 
the street became speedily occupied by elegant residences. It was h 
about the time now spoken of that the migration of the wealthy 
classes of our population from the lower part of the city became 
most animated. and not only Broadway in the vicinity now spoken 
of, but all the neighboring streets, received their influx of fashionable 
residents, and that section became the court end of the city, a 
position which it retained for some years, and still to some extent 
enjoys. 

The most conspicuous public building in that section is Grace 
church, erected about the year 1846, on a very advantageous site for 
the display of ts beautiful proportions ; its position, at the point 
whore the course of Broadway diverges at Tenth street, presents it 
in the frontof the apoetator looking up Broadway, Of this fashion 
able place of wormbip the Rey. Thomas I. Taylor haa been pastor 
from the timo of its erection until the present, | 





Above Fourteenth street the improvements have been so comipara- 


tively recent ns not to justify extended notion: ‘The ohurdh et ihe 
Puritans (Congregntional), on the corner of Fifteetstls street, has been 
Wuilt about twenty years, during which period Dr. Cheever has offiei- 
ated ox minister. ———

BROADWAY, FROM TWENTIETH STRELT TO FORTIBTH STREET, — 

Abingdon road was the name of « pleassnt cross road connecting 
Greenwich with the Groat Post road, which branched o#f eastward 
from the present Broadway near Madison square. ‘The ** Post-read,”* 
or * Boston road" as it was originally called, was the frat bighway 
Jaid out through the length of the island ; and the ‘ore 
was a local thoroughfare leading to the hamlet of that name. 2 
road, waa wideniod in 1760, abore Abingdon read, to about 
stroot, to the width of four rods, in which condition it: 
until the improvement of Broadway. 

‘The topographical character of the idan fa this wknity wane 
broken and rocky character, diversified with swamps and a brlery 
growth, with but slight attmotions to the agricultarist ; hence bist 

Il portion was taken up by settlers prior to, the City: 
1786, which granted to the City Corporation all the waste, yacwit, 
and unpatented lands on the Island ‘The earlier inhabitants ts that 
vicinity wore mechanica, tavern-keepers, &c,, who found busines 
occupations from travelers. 

John Horn, a wheelwright, acoumnlated a considerable property 
in this vicinity, a large part of which remained in the family of that 
name until comparatively recent years. A portion of his property, 
situated nlong the west side of the present Brondway, from 
first to Twenty-sixth street, wns originally patented, In 1670, to 
Solomon Peters, a free negro. Horn established his wheelwright 
business in this vicinity, about 1786, on an acre of land leased to 
him by the Corporation, 7 

Soath of the cros-road referred to was a swampy plooe of Ind, 
containing about eleven acres, which belonged to the City 
tion, and by them was presented to Sir Peter Warren, in 1746, a8 a 
froo gift. It was subsequently purchased by Henry Gage, who, after 
the Revolution (having returned to England), sold to Tsase Vai 
for six hundred pounds, Mr. Varian also owned a considerable t 
situated on the west site of Broadway, between Twenty-sixth ap 
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‘Thirty-fimt streets, containing about fifteen acres, which he bought 
from the family of Jobn De Witt, in 1787, at the price of twelve 
hundred and eighty pounds. Mr. Varian also pursued the avocation 
of a farmer, and resided in his old homestead until his death. A 
view of this building, which has only been demolished within the 
past few years, presents the moat suggestive idea of the condition of 
Broadway in early times which can be produced. 





‘THK YANIAN HOMEYTEAD, BROADWAY, 


On the cast side of the present Broadway, from Fourteenth street 
to Ninetocnth atroot, and covering some eight or ten blocks, inelud- 
ing part of Union square, was the estate of Tiebout Williams, next 
adjoining which was the Krom-Messie property, running back to near 
the Second avenue, in about the centre of which Gramercy park is 
now situated. Adjoining this estate, and extending around the Post 
rond, was the property of John Watts, u leading citizen of New York. 
‘The streets from Twenty-first to Twenty-sixth street, and also Madi~ 
von and Fourth avenues, cross this property. 

At the junetion of the old Post-rond and the Bloomingdale road was 
a piece of and belonging to the Corporation, which for many yeurs 
wis used asa Potter's field. In 1806, at whish period measures for 
tho defense of the city weru in progress, this locality was evded to the 
United States Government for the site of an arsenal, for which wor- 
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pose it was occupied for some yoars, In 1823 a society was onganized, 
composed of several public-apirited citizens (among thoee of whom 
now living may be mentioned the names of James W, Gerard, 
Hiram Ketchum, and Daniel Lord), who procured am set of inoor~ 
poration under the name of ‘fhe Soclety for the Reformation of 
Juvenile Delinquents."’ Having obtained possession of the arsenal 
grounds, they erected a House of Refuge, which was opened January 
1, 1825, with nine fomates (six boys and three girls). ‘The two stone 
buildings which were erected were each one hundred and fifty feet 
Ja length and thirty-eight is breadth, one being appropriated for boys 
and the other for girls. ‘The grounds were inelosed within stone 
walls seventeen feet in height, but within the inclesute the appear- 
ance of the place was made to some extent attractive by handsome 
shrubbery and high cultivation, ‘This establishment was destroyed 
by fire in 1888, and a fow yoars afterward Madison aquare, which 
now adoras that vicinity, was projected.

part in the political events to which I shall presently advert ; con- 
spicuous in our colonial annals for the results that flowed from them, 
and which added to the force of the current that gradually bore the 
colonics on to independence, and subsequently moulded them into 
the American Republic. 

Mr, Van Dam administered the government of the province of 
New York during the interval between the death of Governor Mont- 
gomerie, which occurred on the Ist day of August, 1781, and the 
arrival of Governor Cosby, on the Ist day of August, 1732, tn right 
of hhls position ns senior member of the King’s Council nt the tine,

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"The features itdicwte the calm but resolute fleramess which shar 
ncterined this political leader, whose popularity arose from the con- 
yiction of his adherents of the honesty of his motives, and of bis 
‘unswerving devotion to their best interests, 

‘These impressions, sustained by that confidence which ix well sald 
to be a ‘plant of slow growth," made the samo of Van Dam a 
rallying point in many a contested struggle in the politioal atifes of 
the time, and often Jed the friends of popular rights and freedom to 
the goal of triumphant success undor bis skillful lowlership. 

‘The portrait on your left is that of Mex Van Dam. Of the period 
of their marriage nnd other circumstances connectod with it, T dhall 
take occasion hereafter to speak more particularly. 

‘There is no record of which T am awaro that tells the tale of her 
wedded or unwedded life; nor are there triditionary reminiscences 
preserved by her snocessdye gencrations which relate to her dousmstic 
virtues ard personal morit. ‘There Is, however, a clroutmetance, 
hereinafter referred to, which in part accounts for this deficiency. 

With these general remarks, L take the opportunity bere to intr 
duos an extract of a letteron the subject, which Mra. Bmuly Veplanck 
Goodwin, & lineal desoondant of Mr. aod Mrs. Van Dam, ane the 
“prenent owner of these portraits, has addressed to me : 

“ Accompanying this you have my note to the society, In which T 
can only repeat what Imald before to Mr. Silliman, that the portraits 
have descended to me in direct succession, and have never, to our 
knowledge, been out of the family.’” 

‘Tho letter to the sovicty, also addressed tome, but officlaily in this 
case, is ax follows :

Mr. Silliman, in transmitting to me the aboye letter of Mrs. Good- 
win, remarks : “I think it must be more than thirty years alnce I 
first maw the portraits in old Mr, Dongherty’s hall, and was then told 
by his family that they were original likenesses of Gorernor Rip Van 
Dam and his wife.” 

“In the letter to me first mentioned, Mrx. Goodwin stated further 
that “among the papers of my lamented father, I find the following 
brief notes : 

“Rip Van Dam had ason Rip Yan Daim, who also bad a son of 
‘the sume name, who was the father of Sarah Van Dam, who married 
James White. 

, then, the mother of my gewndmother was the great-geand- 
daughter of Rip Van Dam, the President of the Council, 

**'Phe second husband of Sarah Van Dam was Jacob Van Voorhos, 
‘The family left Now York at tie time it wns occupied by the English, 
and when the city was burned they, with others, lost much valuable 

which may, perhaps, account for so little being known of 
the history of the family at this thme."* 

‘The main object of Mrs. Goorlwin is to show the direct tine of her 
‘descent from President Van Dam, aud by which she came Into pos: 

sion of these original portralta. 

Mrs. Goodwin having accordingly soon after put me in possession 
of these interesting relics of a bygone age ; they have been restored 
‘in the manner to which I shall presently advert, agroexbly to the 
promise which J made to her at the time of the delivery of the paint- 
ings to me. 

_ In compliance with the express request of the liberal donor, T 


ith the Secretary the several Jetters above referred to. 

_ By this act of presentation, the portraits are now the property of 
this institution I propose to make a few additional remarks in 
further explanation of the subject, and shall then present « condensed 
memolr of President or Governor Van Dam, as he is indiscriminately 
described in the times with which bis name Is connected, 

At this distant date, itis impracticable to state positively when 
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or by whom these portraits were painted. As time rolls. on, circum- 
stances familiar in their day fade from memory, and, as in other in- 
stances of identification of « more positive character, we are left te 
Judge from analogy and reasonable conjecture of the facts connected 
with the case in question. 

It is improbable that they were painted in Holland ; for no evidence, 
written or oral, exists to prove that Mr. and Mrs. Van Dum ever vie 
ited the fatherland, 

I have looked into Dunlap's * History of the ithe and Progress of 
the Arts of Design,”’ and find that the only artist who lived bere in 
the time of President Van Dam was John Smybert, as be spelled his 
name on the ploture of “Dean Berkely and family," now in Yale 
College. 

Dunlap thus alludes to Mr, Smnybert’s Influence, and that of his 
works npon Copley, Trumball, and Allston : 

“<Copoly,’ he remarked, ‘was a youth of thirteen years of age 
At the time of Staybert's death, and probably had instructions from 


army in the winter of 1776 or the spring of 1777, because his com- 
mission as deputy adjutant-general wns dated in September intend of 
{ashe thonght {tought to be) in Jane, resumed his etndy of painting 
in Reston, in 1777, omidst the works of Copley, and in the room 
which bad been built by Smybert, in which renialned many of lie 
works.” Allston mid, ina letter to a friend, after speaking of the 
pictures of F ‘But Thad « higher muster in the head of Cardi- 
nal Bentivoglio, from Vandyke, in the college Mheary (Cambridge), 
which I obtained permission to copy one witter's Yrention, ‘this 
copy from Vi ke was by Smybert, an Buglish painter, who cue 
to this country with Dean, afterward Bishop Berkeley. At that 
time it seemed to me perfection, bat when I iw the original, seme 
years afterward, J had to altermy notions of perfection. However, 
Tam grateful to Smybort for tho instruction he gave tee ; lls works 
rather.’ *Berkeley,’ as he added, ‘in hia benevolent yiraject fie 
preading knowledge in America, did not neglect the important 
gency of the arts of design ; und having experience of the charac 
and talents of Smybert, who had been his fellowstraveler In Maly, 
chowe him as the professor of drawing, painting, and architecture 
for Nis intended institution." 
Of Mr. Smnybert, Mr. Verplanck observes that *he was net an 
ariist of the first rok ; for the arts were then ata very low ebb in 
England ; but the best portraits whieh we have of the ¢minest maim 
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trates nnd diviner of Now England and New York, who lived between 
‘1726 and 1760, are from his pencil.”” 

Horace Walpole, in his anecdotes of painting in Bagland, also gives 
some accountof him, and I here quote the concluding words of Wal- 
pole, inserted in Dunlap's account of Smybert: “As our disputes 
and politics have traveled to America, is it not possible that poetry, 
and painting too, will revive amidst those extensive tracts as they 
increase in opulencs and empire, and where the stores of nature wre 
80 various, so magnificent, and so new!’ ‘This was written in 1762. 
Thope that I will be excused for one more extract on the sams aub- 
Ject, that which was written by President Styles, formerly of Yule 
College : “Mr. Smybert, the portralt painter, who In 1728 acom- 
panied Dr. Berkeley, then Dean of Derry, and afterward Blihop of 
Cloyne, from Ttaly to Amorica, was employed, while at Florence, by 
tho Grand Duke of Tuscany, to paint two or three Siberian Tartars, 
presented to the Dake by the Cxar of Russia, This Mr. Smybert, upon 
his landing with Mr. Berkeley in Narragansett Bay, instantly recog 
nixed the Indians here to be the same people as the Siberian Tartans 
whose pictures he Find taken." 

From the suggestion of Mr. Verplanck, it is probable that John 
Smybert painted thes portraits of Mr. and Mrs. Van Dam, ‘They are 
well spoken of by aeveral of our resident artists; and, if by Smybert, 
are thought to be his best style, 

‘Wo have learned that they have been in the posiasdion of the de 
scondants of Governor Vin Dam tines they were painted, and handed 
down from sire to son, until they roxched the hands of the generoun 
lady who has placed them permanently in our Gallery of Art. 

In the discharge of this part of pleasant duty, I take occasion 
also to say «word or two respecting Mr. Silliman, whom to name 
insufficient for those who enjoy his acquaintance and esteem him for 
his many virtues, He it was who finst drew my attention to these 
paintings; and it was throagh hix influence with the donor, that 1 
was enabled to follow up successfully the Inquiry which resulted in 
their becoming the property of the society. ‘To him, therofore, tho 
society is wlso under obligations for his friendly offices. 

When the portraits were delivered to mo, I found them much de 
faced, and with rents in the canvas, but capable of being nearly, if 
not quite restored to their original condition, ‘The frames were worm- 
eaten, and when the rims to which the canvas was attached were 
removed they fell into pieces. I would not allow a picce to be lost ; 
they were skillfully grooved together, and the frames regilt and 











olored afrest, In the Mention! style ani mannbrin which they wero 
originally. ms 

‘The portraits themaelves have been restored by the best. talent in 
this line of art that could be scoured in this city for, 
work with artistic taste and skill, Itisdue to Mr Lazarus, in bis 
snecessful attempt, to award to him the merit, which be hus natonly 
in. this instance attained, but for his acknowledged ability in thle 
‘branch of the art. 

‘Their delivery tone on the comdition of being properly restora 
made it necessary to bring the subject before the Executive Coensit~ 
tee, and thereapon « sub-committos was appointed, consisting of 
‘Mr, Schell and myself, to carry out the wishes of Mr, Goodwin. 
‘This duty hax been discharged. The committee are more than 
compensated by finding that these memorials of colonial disys, in all 
their original freshness, hare become partof the collection of the 
society. 

Toousider the continued possession of heen portale tkemaglams 
cessive generations in the same family, and the traditionary history 
which confirms the fuct of thelr identity, as sufficient to establish 
thelr authenticity. 

‘This is the impression, like. that of their fsmily seal, which gives 
validity to these old and valued documents, and proves theirgennine-

Tn onder that I may not trospaas too far upon sourattention hetare 
proceeding with the memoir of Mr. Van Dann, L bog leave to mestion 
some of the authorities to which I am indebted for the information 
contained In the remainder of this paper.

He ia nlso aware of similar benefits conferred npom the Stace, 
and upon every student of its history, by Dr. BB O'Csiaghan im 
hit armngement and elucidation of its documentary history, ttinde 
under his able and efficient. directton. a 

‘They have both, independently of their other distingulalsesd sere 
vices in this branch of literature, severally, crcoth a monument to 
themselves, +* cre perenniua. +) 

It is with great pleasuse 1 also acknowledge my obligations to Me. 
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Valentine, Clerk of the Common Council, and the indefatigable 
editor of the Maxvan of the Corporation of the sity of New 
York. 

His laborious investigations, judicious action, and discrisinating 
judgment lave made this important work: « storehouss of useful, 
rare, and exceedingly interesting matter in elucidation of the early 
history of this city and State. 

‘Volike the Scottish laird, who carefully superintended the cele: 
of his own mausoleum and finishe! It in time to recelve his mortal 
remalng, our esteemed fellow-member keeps pace with each revolt- 
Ing year in Smproving and enlarging his great work, thus making it 
more and more worthy of his name and fame, and the eommendie 
tion of tho generations to succeed ua. 

‘The spirit of the Spanish #alutation, “ May you live w thonsand 
years,"’ in Mr. Valentine's cam Inculeates a sentiment peculiarly

T now prodeed to give # brief memoir of Mr, Van Dam, which 
the presentation of his portrait has induced me to prepare. He was 
atype of that ches of men who at different times have made thix 
city their home, and by their good sense, energy of action, and sound 
counsel have associated thelr nates With’ [ts extraordinary prowess 
vind substantial welfare 

‘Tho industry, liberal principles, and acknowledged Integrity of te 
‘more prominent of the eirly Dutch settlers gave the flrat lmyalae to 
this’ progres, "Tho local advantages which New ‘York pecaliarly 
postessod stimulated and rewarded individaal efforts, and the imita- 
tion of those earlier traits of charactor has seldom failed to pro- 
mote tho welfare of all who have here **¢ast their Jot," and have 
worthily identified thelr names with its annals. 
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Rip Van Dam was born at Altany,* but ia what year te now tn- 
known. Other members of his family romained Jo that ety, and 
were engaged in trade many years after hie removal to New York 

Mr. Van Dam was married, in the Dutch Chureh, in New York, to 
Sara Vanderspeigle, the daughter of a wealthy baker in the latter 
city.t on the Lith of September, 1084.8 and the ocossiog haa bees 
noticed ns one of the notable events of that period.) 

Tn early life he was « merchant, {| and he sometimes commanded fn 
perton bis good sloop Catharine, which was engaged in the West 
Tudia trade,°* as McDougal and Glover were also engaged in later 
periods of our history, 

At as carly a period as May, 1690, he wns one of the most promi~ 
nent of the merchants in this commercial city, and united with Ste- 
phen de Lancey, Jacobus Van Cortlandt, Colonel Abraham de Pey- 
ster, Nicholas Wm. Stuyvesant, Balthazer Baynrd, Lease de Foreest, 
and others, “merchants, tmder, and others, the principal snlyfi- 
ants" of the province, in petitioning the king and queen (William 
and Mary) for relief from the arbitrary measures adopted by Leisler 
und his adherents, and executed on those who opposed hint} 

From 1003 to 1695 he was an asdistant alderman of the North 
Ward, in this city ;$f but, in April, 1699, when herman for alderman 
on the anti-Leislerian or opposition ticket, he was defeated §§ 

Ho was ever alive to the interestsof this city and province, and 
was always among the most active of those whosought their pro- 
tection. Thus, in March, 1700, he united with Nicholas Bayard, 
Robert Watts, Elie Bowdinote, Stephon de Lancey, Jncobas Vian Cort 
Jandt, Barent Schuyler, Josoph Billop, Adolphus Phillipse, amd 
others, *‘ merohantsof New York, in Amerios,”” in praying the king to 
separate the government of New England feom that of New York, in 
consequence of the many and grost inconveniences which dayly 
happened," to the detriment of trade, the retarding of justice, amd 
the discouragement of industry in every portion of the province. 
In December, 1701, he united with the Protestants of this provines, 
in petitioning the king for n redress of grievances to whlch they bad 
been subjected by the Earl of Bellmont, by whose orders they had 
been treated as “disaffected and infamous," ** turned out of their 
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places in the government,” and otherwise abused” In February, 
1711, he united with all the principal merchants of the city in pray~ 
ing for ordors that men-of-war might be restrained from transport- 
ing Deef, pork, und flour to the West India Islands, and ram, 
sugar, und other West Indian produce, from the islands, as merelvmaiixe, 
as they had done, to the injury of those who were engaged in that 
trade. 

Besides his business wea trader, Rip Van Dam auited with James 
Mills in that of shipbuilding ; nnd they established a shipyard in 
the rear of ‘Trinity church-yard, on the North river.t It is not 
known, however, to what oxtent this branch of his business was 
carried.

‘The public service requiring « provision for the support of the post 
at Oawego nnd for the defense of Albany, President Var Linen culled 
the aswmbly together in August, 1781, when various monsures, 
besides that referred to, were acted on and approved by hina, 

Daring bis administration of the governmentof the colony, Pres 
dent Von Dam resisted tho attempts which were made to establinh 
courts of chancery within the colony, as Governor, Montyomerit: Imad 
done before him ; and, like that officer, he stesdily refiied to take 
the oaths as chancellor, notwithstanding the damage which elas 
ed on the revenue, ana in open violation of the instructions of the 
home government2? Aa no. other court possessed authority 40 com 
pel the payment of quit-rents, or to adjudicate contested. ethos, it 
‘will begeen that the anti-rentists of that day were fywored by this 
course ; und it ts ely it bed ‘the ReneS 
Governor Cosby's adininistration . 

President Van Dain was succeeded. by Governor Cosby, Axgust 1, 
1782,4+ when the Inttor demanded one-half the foes whiols bind teem 
collected by the former during: his adtainistration of the govermument, 
and instituted a sult by way of information therefir in the equity 
side of the exchequer, Mr. Van Data rosisted, and. groat exelte- 
ment ensued in consequenc» of the contlict of authority, within, the 
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court itself, inthe decisions which were rendered—thnt of Chief- 
Justice Morris having sustained Mr. Van Dam, those of Judges De 
Laucey and Phillipse supporting Governor Coxby.® The subject was 
subsoquently dropped; und Mfr, Van Dart retained tie entire amount, 
whilo the proceedings of Governor Cosby ‘* gave general disgusts! 

‘The change of parties in power, which was produced by the wocas- 
sion to authority of Governor Cosby, waa productive of the moat 
violent: proceedings on either hand, and: all the former hostilities 
were immediately resumed, 

In the latter part of Van Dam presented charges to the 
home government against Governor Coxby,tt and’ thenceforth he 
beoame the recognized head of the’ popaler party,§ and one of the 
principal of John Peter Zenger'# supporters in hi violent opposition 
to the government.|j 

‘So determined was the opposition of Me. Van Darn and that of his 
friends that the governor adked permission to remove him from the 
council ;§ and a anajority of the council refused to sit with him at 

the council board.®? In August, 1736, the lorda of trade advised

ornor’s request, tt but the recommendation does not appear to have 
doen acted on, 

Impatient at the delay which had ocourred in, December, 1736, 
Governor Cosby seerefly suspended Mr. Von Dam from the council, 
without hhority from England :{f which, as soon as it became

‘The Governor, howoyer, did not live to recelvethe order, He died 
in March, 1736, when tho fact of Mr. Yan Dam's suspension was 
first published, and Goorge Clarke assumed the duties ofgovernar.4)%) 
Mr, Van Dam demanded the commission, provincial seal, &c,, refuse 
ing to Best al the validity of his removal,o%? protested against Mr.

"The latter had assembled for the discharge of thor oficial duties, 
when Mr. Morris, speaker of the house, read an address to the mem- 
bers, and, in company with the friends of Mr. Vari Dam, immediately 
afterwant left the chamber. ‘Those who remained, being tose than 
quorum, were adjourned by the acting governor, without having 
been called to order by the speaker-f 

‘The offect of this protest was also seen in September, 1736, when 
the amembly was again convened by the governor. Before the 
members could be Induced to orgunize the house, they resolved to 
inquire into the legality of Mr. Van Dam's suspension, and two 
members were sent to the acting governor, desiring copies of thos 
clauses in the commiasion and instructions which related to the ue 
pension of Counsclora This request was complied with, wid the 
session was proroghed a day, in order that the members might con- 
sult Informally on the subject before the honse should be organised. 
At the urgent request of those members who were friends of the 
government, the session was further postpomed or prorogued for a 
month by the acting governor, ‘‘asa matter of necessity, and with 
a8 good a grace as he could,” considering it as a popular trimoph 

In the meantime, the Corporation of the city of New York beesme 
involved in the trouble, through the riecewity which existed foram 
annual appointment of the municipal officers by the governor of thie 
province. Which of the two possessed the legal authority wase 
delicate question, and they proposed that both Mr. Warr Davin and Mr, 
Clarke should desist, ‘The latter peremptorily doctined to comply 
with the request, and on the 29th of September be reappointed the 
officers of the pat year. 

In the afternoon of the «ime day, Mfr. Van Dam summoned the 
council to mest at his hous, when, in the presence of oné moesiber 
only, no other attending, he appointed « mayor, recorder, sheriff, 
‘and coroner ; and the most disastrous consequences wert threatened, 

‘The receipt of the additional instructions by Mr. Clarke, hereatter 
referred to, disposed of the subject before there hnd been wny ripe 
ture; and the officers who had been appointed by him were eonthaued 
in thelr seats.) 

On the 12th of October, 1786, the members of the assembly te

assembled, but before an organization could be effected they resumed 
the informal discussion of Mr. Van Dam's suspension and the legit- 
imacy of Mr, Clarke's administration. was continued all day, 
when they wore prorogued by theacting governor watil the following 
day ; but, fortunately for Mr. Clarke, and for the province, at an 
early hour on the 13th an additional instruction from the queen, 
concerning the form of prayer to be used for the royal family, was 
recvived by Mr. Clarke—a circumstance which appears to have beon 
received by all partios as incontrovertible evidence that the adminis- 
tration had boon recognized by the home goverament—and univer- 
sal quiet was immodintoly restorod.* 

In the meantime, as Governor Cosby had done before, Clarke 
continued to press the home government for the removal of Mr. 
Van Dam fvom the council,t an odmission of the ilegality of his 
suspension and of the want of legal authority in Mr. Clarke to act aa 
governor of the province. At the same time, Mr Van Dam appears 
to have petitioned the privy council for redress of grisvances; $ and 
both parties, therefore, were duly represented in England, 

On the 20th of October, 1736, the controversy was terminated 
by the receipt of a commission as Neutenant-governor by Clarke ; § 
and peace was restored to the province. 

Of Mr. Van Dam’s property little is known beyond the general 
information already referred to, that he was one of the most eon

The History of Exummanp Society, 
OR, COLUMBIAN ORDER.

Sevenat years since the writer propared for the columns of a 
wee! rnal « sketch of the “History of Tammany Society, or 
Columbith @rder.’ It embraced much matter of a local interest; 
and, as the facts were collated with considerble care from various 
sources, it has been thought that they were worthy of being pre- 
served in a permanent form. ‘The sketch has, therefore been revieed, 
‘anil is presented In the following pages. 

‘The history of Tammany Socioty, however, would be incomplete 
without devoting sumo attention to the colebrated Indian chief from 
whom it derived ite name. Many curious, interosting and legendary 
accourits of this noted aboriginal warrior and sage have been handed 
down to posterity. The late Dr. Samuel I, Mitchell, eo noted for hie 
ccomntricities of character, and his indefatigable pursuit of antiquarian 
information, has sketched with minutenes: the legendary history of 
‘Tammany. From this it appears that, long before the discoveries of 
Ferdinand de Soto or La Salle, or even before the fancied voyagu of 
Boehem, Twnmany and his people inhabited that extensive and fer 
tile tract of land west of the Alleghany mountains, and oxtending 
northward of the river Ohio. ‘The remains of monuments and other 
vestiges of art which are now fount in that section were owing, itis 
said, to the skill of Tammany. In bis youth he was famed for his 
exploits ay bunter and warrior, and, from beyond the Father of 
Waters to the Great Salt Lake, hia deods were recounted at every 








After this, the Evil Spirit stirred up the red mon of the Kast and 
the North against Tammany, and «long and bloody war ensued; but 
they were at length defeated, and a great number taken prisoners. 
When they found themselves in the power of Tammany, they 
expected, of course, to be put to the most cruel tortures and lacem- 
tions; bnt cach one had prepared himself for the horrible execution, 
and, like Alkmoonac, had determined to alng his death-tong, while 
gnshes worn separating limb from Mmb, and blasing splinters stuck 
into his flesh. But what was their surprise when they learned that 
the victorious chicf had determined to spare their lives. He ordered 
them to be brought to his wigwam, where he delivered to then @ 
discourse so full of good reason find sound sense that they were 
heartily ashamed of thebr own villany. 

But the Hvil Spirit was determined not to give up yet, and #o im- 
placable was his enmity againnt ‘Tammany, that he resolved to way~ 
lay and attack him himself, Tammany, however, knew by the mor= 
ing of the bushes where his enemy was secreted, and pretending not 
to notice the discovery, he advanced, and with his hickory staff (it 
will be remembered that ‘Tammany used Hickory), he dealt a blow 
upon his adversary which made him bellow out with pain; and, to 
follow the exact words of the legend, * they clinched, and drendful 
waa the crashing of timber which they trod down in the scuffle, 
Nevor since the times when the giants piled mountain upon mountain 
were there such exertions of animal strength. For the space of mero 
than a Ieaguc square nota tree was left standing—nll were erushedand 
tmmpled flat by the combatants. At length, after unceasing exer- 
tions for fifty days, Tammany skillfully taking advantage of the bip= 
lock, threw him head and shoulders on the ground, and endeavored 
toroll liim fnto the Ohio and drown him; but an immense rock 
standing in the way, he could noteffect it, He then seized him by 
the throat, and would cestainly have strangled him, had not his 
wrist and thumb been so sprained and weakened that they could not 
gripe him hand enough to stop his breathing. ‘Tammany by this 
time grew faint and exhausted, which the Evil Spirit perceiving, 
slipped out of his hands; but, as be departed, be was told to confine 
himmlf to the cold and remote regions of Labrador and Hudson"s 
Bay, and was threstened with instant death if he should ever be 
caught showing his face on thik side of the great lakes," 

After this Twmmany devoted himself to the arta of peace. He 
brought maixe, beans, and tobacco from their uncultivated states, 
und domesticated plumb trees and onions, and introduced many

One statement informs us that Tammany, or, as captious orthogra- 
phists contend, Tumanend, was settled within the bounds of Penns 
aylvania, when William Penn came to America; that he lived ther 
near the Schuylkill, but at the time of his death resided ff Bucks 
county, near Doylestown, and Ss buried near a spring about four 
miles from the latter place. It is belleved, though not positively 
koown, that ‘Tamanend was present at the great council under the 
elm tree at Shakamaxon, upon Penn's first arrival in this country, 
All the chief of the tribes of the Lenni Lenape wore there, and it is 
notatall probable that so distinguished a king aa ‘Tammany would 
have been absent. As, however, there was no treaty signed at the 
first interview, which was only intended for the purpose of exehang- 
ing asurances of friendship, the names of those present have never 
been preserved. The first treaty for the purchwse of lands, made by 
Penn with the Indians, is dated April 23, 1685, and in that Tamanend 
and Melamequan relinquish their right wud title tow tract lying 
Detwoon Pennepack and Neshamony creeks. In the great treaty, 
ty which a large portion of Pennsylvania was acquired, dated. the 
80th of May, 1685, the name of Tamanend does not appear. Frou 
this we infer that he must have deceased betwoon these years ‘This 
opinion is strengthened by the fact that all accounts of him agree in 
the statement that he died buts short timo after Peon settled in this 
countryindeed, Penn himself related, in his sccount of the finat set 
tlement of Pennsylvania, that “ he found him an old man, yetvigor- 
ous in mind and body, with high notions of liberty, but easily won 
by the suavity and peaceable address of the governor.” Another 
account, differing only slightly fram the above, represents him as a 
noted chief of the Delaware nation, the head of the powerfal oonfed- 
emey of the Lenoi Lenape, and that his wigwam stood where Prince 
ton College is now located. 

At all events, ‘Tammany was disporod to cultivate the friendship of 
the pale faces, and had the angacity to perceive that thelr knowledge 
‘of the mechanical and agricultural arts rendered them much superior 
to his own poople in powerand intelligence. ‘That he lived to a. great 
age is universally attested by all accounts, both historical and logend- 
ary. Cooper, in his novel, the ‘Last of the Mohicans,’ representa 
him as referring to his age in the following beautiful mapner. At 
the death of Uneas, he exclaime—*My day has been too tong. In 
the morning, Igaw the ¢ona of Unamis bappy and strong, and yet, 
before the night has come, have I lived to eee the last warrior of the 
wise race of the Mohicans.'’ He is sometimes represented as am 
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Iroquois chieftain, and one of the first converted to Christianity by 
the French inissionaries, and, it hows been stated, that te was actually 
enrolled among tho saints of the calendar, But this f¢ mistakw, 
‘Tammany was not an Iroquols, but belonged to the confederaoy of, 
the Lenni Lenape, and was doubtless Delaware, 

His friends adopted the idea of calling bim a saint, meroly to ridioule 
the foreign societies founded about the period of the revolutionary 
war, which had goncrally designated their organizations by the mame 
of some European mint, The Sons of Liberty were determined that 
America should not be behind other connteles in the ilustrivas ober 
moter of her productions, and hence they invented the Jegemiary 
accounts of the distinguished chieftain, a portion of which wer 
based on the stories recoived from his descendants. A. HMadibeastio

‘Tammany was, however, without any question, one of tho ties 
distinguished red men who ever lived. He was kind, mereiful, and 
brave. He taught his children to cultivate the arts of peace, ea wol- 
ax to subdue their enemies. Uniler his reigu, the 
Leno! Lenape became powerful and mighty. ‘Then, liviag to a remark 
able age—so great as to be called" Tamanend of many . 
was looked upoa a4 a patriarch, and reveronced with all that stremgth | 
of affection which the sons of the forest nlways bestowed uupea 
their chieftains, Such was the man whom the patriots of the 
Revolution adopted ns their tutelarsaiat; and if they cond not etalax 
that he had performed mimolis, they could at least point to im as 
cone who had rendered good service Both to his own poople and/te 
the whites, and who, while he endeavored to live im pence with all 
men, would suffer neither wrong nor abuse, aor subunit’ tow 
his liberty or his rights.

Os the 12th day of May, 1789, about two weeks after Gen, Waals 
ington had taken the oath of office, us the fingt President of the 
United States, in the balcony of the old Clty Hall at the foot of 
Nasewu street, the organization known as the Tastaxy Socuerr, om 
Convmmas Onnrn, was instituted. Various societies had existed 
Defore and during the Revolution in different parts of the country, ax 
well as in this city, under the names of the ‘Sons of Liberty," 
sometimes called " The Sons of St, Tammany." ‘To John Trumbull, 
the author of the cloyerest imitation of Hudibras which has ever 
been written, it is mid, bolongs the distinction of Srst originating 
the designation of ‘St Tammany." So many socleties had beots 
formed, under the names of St, George's, St, Andrew's, and St, 
David's, all of which, in their commencement, breathed the most 
fervent loyalty to the king of Groat Britain, that it was thought too 
great a distinction for them to monopolize all the saints on the calen- 
dar, and, as we have intimated, a genuine American guardian was 
discovered, thus placing the Sons of Liberty on a level with their 
‘opponents, 

After the establishment of peace, the organizations called the 
Sons of Liberty, their object having been accomplished, went down 5 
and it was not until those jealous of American rights anw that thers 
were many who, although they bad zealously fought. for freedom, 
were nevertheless strongly imbued with the principles of royalty, that 
it occurred to them that "tho price of Uberty is aternal vigilance," 
‘The discussion upon the adeption of the Federal Constitution in this 
State had evolved two distinet parties ; and flnally, at about the time 
of Its being acquicsced in, we may say thero were three. Jay, Hamile 
ton, and Chancellor Livivgstom, who were its principal champions, 
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was modified nt the urgent request of Washington, but exists in the 
society, to some extent, at the present time. 

Such were the causes which, combined together, produced the aa- 
sociation that has so far eclipsed all Its contemporaries In power and 
inthienos. It waa strictly a national society, founded on the principles 
of pitriotiam, and had for its object the keeping allve of that honest 
and generous devotion to country which is removed from radical and. 
fanatical principles on the one hand, and from 4 disregard to the 
rights of the people on the other, 

‘On the 12th of May, 1789, the society had a celebration, on which 
oocasion merquees were erected on the banks of the Hudson river, 
about two miles from tho city, for the reception of the brethren. 
‘Then, two miles from the city was about where Christopher street 
now is. Horo the calumet was smoked by each member in turn, and 
in the evening they returned to the elty. The officers of the society, 
this year, were William Mooney, grand mchem, and White Matlack, 
Oliver Glenn, Philip Hone, James Tylee, John Campbell, Gabriel 
Forman, John Barger, Jonathan Plerce, Thomas Greenleaf, Abel 
Hardenbrook, Cortlandt Van Beuren, and Joseph Godwin, sachems. 
‘Thorns Ash was treasurer, Anthony Ernest, secretary, and Gardiner 
Baker, wiskinskie or doorkeeper. Of these officers, Thomas Groen- 
leaf and Cortlandt Van Bearen were anti-federaliste—the others, we 
believe, were federalists. In 1790, William Pitt Smith was grand 
sachem, and John Pintard, to whom thiscity it so indebted for much 
of its historical collections, was agamore. 

‘This year (1790) a most interesting event in the annals of the 
soclety occurred, which iNustrated the benefits of one of the prin- 
ciples upon which it was founded, ‘The United States had long bowen 
desirous of forming a treaty of friendship and allance with the Creek 
Indians, and various unsuccessful attempts had been made to effect 
this object. At length Colonel Marinus Willet went to that nation, 
and Induced Alexander McGilvery, « balf-breed, and about thirty of 
the principal chiefs, to come to this clty. ‘The Tammany Society de- 
termined to receive them with greatcermony., Themembers, at that 
day, were nooustomed to dress in the Indian costume, and on this 
occasion they wore feathers, moccosins, Leggings, painted thelr faces, 
and sported huge war clabs and burnished tomahawks. When the 
Creeks entered the wigwam, they were so surprised to see such a 
number of thelr own race, that they set up a whoop of joy, which 
almost terrified the people present, On the occasion of this interview, 
Governor George Clinton, Chief-Justice Jay, Mr. Dunne, the mayor, 








the progress and morements of the socloty must suffice. They paid 
great attontion to thelr anniversary and the Fourth of July. On 
the occasion of thetr annual mecting, they usually assembled at 
their wigwam at Rarden’s tavern, in the lower part of Broadway, and 
then either proceeded to the old Presbyterian church in Wall street, 
which stood about where the Continental Bank now does, or what in 
‘those days was called the new Presbyterian church (afterward the old 
Brick church, located on the block whore the office of the Daily Times 
now stands), where an oration was delivered, und some patriotie song, 
composed for the occasion, was sung. At other times, they went out 
to Campbell's, at Greenwich, where nearly the sume exercises were 
observed. 

‘The political viows of the members, of course, were constantly 
subject to change by the foree of passing events. The federal party 
was very strong in the southern sect'on of the State, and particularly 
in this city, where it generally triumphed up to the yeur 1800. From 
the adoption of the conatitation ap to this time, the princical topics 
‘of political dixpute were the French revolution, the Jay treaty, and, 
fin 1798, the alien and sedition laws. The Tammany Society was 
cappossd to the ultra measures adopted by some, which would have 
involved us in European difficaltics, and tessts were drank at thelr 
feativals, onc of which wne—“' The hawks of wat—miay they be harm- 
lews."” Ih 1796, at the time of the excitement about the Juy treaty, 
the minority of the United States Senate, who voted against it, were 
tonsted : wo it would appear that federalism in it, at that time, was 
not remarkably «trong. In 1798, however, when the principles of 
Jefferson were in the ascendant, federalism in Tammany Hall grada- 
ally died out. ‘The alarming attacks upon the rights of the people 
which Mr. Adams had made, and the evident intention of some por- 
tion of the federal party to have what they called an energetic gov- 
ernment, bat which the republicans conceived was only another 
nate for an oligarchy, induced hundreds of those who had been 
attached to that party to renounce its allegiance. The strides which 
had been made from the principles of the constitution, in the short 
apace of ton years, Were alarming. A standing army, internal taxa~ 
tion, the power of the President to borrow money, his control of 
alicns, the law against speaking or writing anything contemptaons 
of him, convinced republicans that a determination existed to subvert 
their liberties, Henoe arose that large class of persons from the fode- 
ral party called '* trimumers,’* who concluded it was time for them to 
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steer in another direction. For this reason, in 1800, we find 
election resulting strongly in favor of the republican party. Then 
was that Tammany Society became distinctively recognised as 
democratic institution. 

‘The place of meeting of the society, during the period to which 1 
have referred, was Borden's tavern, called also the City Tavern, 
Broadway. It met here until about 1:98, when it removed its qu 
ters to the southeast corner of Nassan and Spruce streets, in a k 
wooden building, having an entrance in Nassau street. ‘Tho Jan 
lord of the establishment was Abraham B. Martling, familiarly know 
for many years as “‘ Brom Martling.” This place was stigmatized | 
the federalists with the name of the ‘ Pig-pen.”” All the leadh 
democrats of the day were constant attendants upon the meetin 
held there, among whom were John Tryson, Abraham Stagg, Willia 
H. Ireland, John Moss, John Targee, Abraham Daily, Benjam 
Romaine, Dr Prince, Eldad Holmes, John B. Thorp, Peter Shar, 
George Buckmaster, Augustus Wright, Abraham Valentine, Len 
Ford, Clarkson Crolius, Joseph Kimball, William Mott, Samuel 
Page, W. J. Waldron; and although the party were constant 
threatened by divisions of the Burrites, Lewixites, und Clintoniar 
yet the old men kept it together in a solid phalanx, to the terror 
the federalists, and all who disregarded the rights of the people.

Buroux commencing this portion of the history of the society, {t 
may be well to ask the reader to take a peep at the city, and parti- 
cularly at the wigwam where the stern old republicans were in the 
habit of holding their council-fires, In 1800, Nasswuand Pine atroets 
wor what Union place and Madison square now aro. Pearl street, 
from Hanover square to John street, was the abode of wealth and 
fashion. Wall strect, now given over to the sordid: purposes of 
Mammon, was the gay promenade on bright afternoons, and there 
many agallant’s heart has been plerced by glances shotfrom beneath 
the frlzaled locks of the fair sex; while the beaux with their pow- 
dered curls before, and their nent black silk bags behind. the 
head, thelr laced ruffles and desperately square:toed shoes, were 
equally comme il faut. ‘The City Hall stood nt the foot of Namswn 
street. Just below it was the elegant mansion of Mr. Yerplanck, 
and immediately opposite, on the comer of Broad street, was the 
watch-house ; while further down, at the comer of New atrect, stood 
Becker's tavern—then a place of great resort. In Nassau street 
resided the Jays, Waddingtons, Radeliffes, Brinckerhotl®, and other 
prominent families. Whero the Merchants’ Exchange now stands 
wore tho residences of Thomas Buchanan, Mes. White, and W..C, 
Leffingwell ; whilo in Pearl street were the fashionable dwellings of 
Samuel Denton, John Elis, John J, Glover, John Mowatt, Robert 
Lennox, Thomas Cadlo, John B. Murray, Lieut-Gov. Broome, Andeew 
Ogden, Governor George Clinton, and Richard Varick, Near the 
location of the present City Hall was the almshouse, with the bride= 
well an one side and the prison on the other. Gronaeback’s grocery 
stood where French's hotel now docs. There were but throe or four 
old buildings on the block where ‘Tammany hall is, one af which, 
nearly on the present site of the Teibune buildings, was a place of 
great resort for militacy men. ‘The only remaining remnants of the 








in 1808, against Morgan Lewis, and waa forever ostracived by that 
party. In. 1806, atennge as it may appoar, a xecret plan was formed 
by the Clintonians to unite their fortunes with the Burrites 

the Lewisites. It was known to be very’ important to keep this conll* 
tion from coming to the cars of the Lewisites, and more particularly 
with regard to the “ Martling men,” as they sometimes called the 
members of the Tammany society, who bad already begun to sus 
pect De Witt Clinton of courting the favor of the federalists, and had 
partially denounced him, To effect this, Levi McKeen, a ‘*dyed- 
in-the-wool’” Burrite of Poughkeepsie, was chosen, as n delegate 
from that party, to come to New York and confer with Generml 
Baily, on the part of the Clintoninns, as to the preliminaries of 
the union. All this was studiously kept from the Martling men, 
and it was not until the 20th of February, 1805 (when the Clinton- 
fans nnd Burrites, as hall fellows well met, assembled at Dyde’s hotel, 
located near where the foot of Sixty-tinst street now is, to celebrate 
the union), that the true republicans fully comprehended what was 
going on. They immediately called a meeting at Martling’s on the 
27th of the same month, and deuounced the whole affair as a federal 
proceeding. 

D. D.'fompkins was the republican candidate for governor in 1806, 
and his rising popularity soon made him «man of mark. In 1807, the 
trial of Colovel Burr for treason comploted that extraordinary man’s 
doom, and he sunk into that obseurity of which his Inordinate and un- 
scrupulous ambition had made him eminently descrving. In 1810, 
Licut.-Covernor Broome died, and De Witt Clinton was nominated by 
the members of the Legislature to fill his place. It is unnecesaary to- 
my that Tammany was in arms. A mecting was immediately called at 
thelr headquarters, nd they recited In a decided tone, the causes of 
their opposition to Mr. Clinton, which were his ambition, untempered 
by honesty; bis opposition, or nt least lukewarmnoss, to Mr. Madi- 
fon and his ndministration ; his eleventh-honr support of the embar- 
g, &e, Colonel Marinus Willett waa nominated to oppose him, and 
Dr, Mitchell, Teunis Wortman, Matthew 1, Davis, and John Fengu- 
son wore appointed a committee to forward his election. ‘The Clin- 
tonians in this city held « meeting shortly after for thesame purpore, 
at the Union Hotel, which stood in William street, opposite Cedar, 
before the latter was cut through to Pearl. The Martling men wont 
down to give them a reception, and a scene occurred which somewhat 
resembled the squabbles fn ‘fhe Coal Hole,” ata later day, The 
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their country :"" and the bones of 11,500 had indeed whitenod the 
shores of the Wallabout. 

Tt is not our purpose here to describe their sufferings, butwe can- 
not refrain from’ making a short extract from the poem of Philip 
Frenean, the cleverest bard of our revolutionary ern, the room-mate 
In College of President Madison, and ever afterward honored with 
his warmest confidence, which #0 forcibly and pointedly tells the 
story of thoir woos >

‘To collect and provide a suitable place for the deposit of the bones of 
these martyrs, who had endured all the slow and lingering tortures 
which fancy could inyent for their devotion to liberty, was the object 
to which the Tammany Society addrowod themselves. 

In muking improvements near the naxy yard, a number of casks 
and boxes hud been filled with these remaing, and preserved by John 
Juckson, Esq., for interment. It had been, repeatedly auggested. hy 
‘grest many persons that some suitable place should be provided 
for thom, Dr. Mitchell had brought the subject belore Congress, but 
that body doubted Its power to make an appropriation for that pur- 
pore! ‘Tammany Society took up the subject as carly as 1803, and 
finally, in 1807, when it became evident that Congress would do 
nothing about it, « committee, called “the Wallabout Comittee,’ 
wos appointed to take measures for carrying tho long contemplated 
design of interment into effect, An appropriation, it. is said, was 
made by the Legislature to assiat the society in their patriotic under- 
taking; but the financial benefits derived from it does nob appear to 
have been much, and thedisposal of the money is still involved in 
mnoh mystery. 

The * Wallabout Committee’' reported in February, 1808, and 
immediate measures were taken to carry into effect their suggeations. 
‘The corner-stone of the tomb. was laid on the 18th of April, 1808, 
when a grand and imposing procession was. formed. under the direc 
tion of Major Aycregg, grand marshal. ‘The military companies and 
civic societies united with the ‘Tammany, and proceeded to the spot, 
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memory of thess brave men, and they determined to wipe away the 
stain, 

In 1811, the socicty took efficient measures to erect a suitable hall 
for a place of meeting, ‘Two ineffuctual attempts, one in 1792 and 
‘the other in 1802, had been previously made; but at this time, by 
the efficient exertions of Colonel Rutgers and others, the sum of 
$28,000 was subscribed, and the comner-atone of the new hall was laid 
on the southwest corner of Frankfort and Nassau streets, on the 18th 
of May, 1811. Abraham M. Valentine was the grand marshal of the 
day. The members of the society wore the bucktail in thelr hats, aw 
usual, marched in Indian file, and appeared in aboriginal costume. 
Clarkson Crotiua was the grand suchem. He lald the corner-stone, 
and made a short und spirited address to the sachets, warriors, and 
brethren present, telling them that here they would hereafter meet, 
and recount to the young warriors and hunters the virtuous and 
heroic deeds of their fathers. Alphns Sherman delivered the 
oration. ‘The hall was speedily finished and became the headquarters 
of the democracy about the time of the breaking out of the war.

them forward. ‘The members of Tammany Society several 
offered their xervices to the Committee of Defense, and, rep 
a body to the forts, voluntarily performed this patriotic labor. 

At no pluce were the victories of our forces, whether by sea. or 
received with mor heartfelt enthusiasm than at ‘Tammany 3 
‘The patriots who met there felt that the sucoesses which had ore 
our arms tanght the world the strength and vigor of a free tho 
youthful nation, and how fruitless it was to endeavor to reprem 
expending energies; but when Great Britain extended p 
peaco, the joy which followed the announosment of their 
was as hearty and vehement as when the splendid victory of G 
Jackson at New Orleans captivated the people and gratiiied 
national pride. When the Commissioners (Meas, Clay, 
and Adams), appointed on the part of the United States to ar 
the treaty of peace, returned from Ghent, they wore treated 
grand banquet at Tommany Hall Strange ax it may seem In 





days, Henry Clay bas actually been toasted and applauded within the 
great wigwam af democracy. 

About the time of the war, a emall party of federalists, who had 
‘Decome disaffected, left their ranks and joined Tammany Sooiety, It 
‘was called the “ Coody party,’” so known from a rerics of articles 
which appeared in one of the newspapers of the day signed * Abimi- 
lek Coody, Ladies’ Shocmaker,"’ wherein if was urged with 
much vehemencs that the federalists had better give up 
thelr opposition to the war. ‘These letters wer very severe and 
eanstic upon De Witt Clinton; so much so ws to induce, ag it 
ix generally believed, answers to them from the distinguished man 
himself. “Abimileck Coody"' was no other person than the 
venerable and worthy Gulian C. Verplanck, the non of a wealthy 
Jand-owner in Dutchess county, who had been in some way 
Involved in. riot (which, we believe, occurred in ‘Trinity Church, at 
® commencement of Columbia College), and who, ft was sald, 
cherished personal enmity toward My. Clinton, on account of a 
change which the latter had given ayainst him fn some proceedings 
growing out of the affair. Howover this may be, the “ Goody party," 
‘as it was called, consisting of Mr. Verplanck, Hugh Maxwell, Jacob 
Radcliffe, Richard Hatfield, Josiah Hedden, John Hopkins, and 
others—In all amounting to forty—rushed Into Tammany Hall, and 
claimed, for a time, to be better democrats than even the old chicfs 
of the wigwam, Many af the older members of the society looked 
upon the new-comers with suspicion, and some opposed thelr admis- 
sion ; but opposition to Mr. Clinton, at that time, was considered 
pretty good proof of democracy, and hence that party were allowed 
peats around the council-fire, Radcliffe afterwards became Mayor, 
Hatfield Clerk of the Sessions, and Maxwell District Attorney. 

After the peace, parties assumed a somewhat different position. 
‘The federalists were still formidable, and numbered among their 
Tenders somo of the shrewdest political managers of the day. The 
Clintonians generally managed so ns to assist them, and the quasi- 
union of the two formed « party which placed the republicans iv m 
decided minority. Mr. Clinton, who had been elected to the chief 
extontive office of the State when Governor Tompkins resigned, upon 
twking his post as Vice-President, in 1816, immediately removed 
many of the “ Bucktails,"* or Tammany-men, In office then. A 
powerful effort was thereupon made in 1820 to defeat him, by bring~ 
ing out that old standard-bearer of democracy, D. D. Tompkins, 
sgainst him for Governor; but the coalition of the federalists and 








From this time until 1827, political matters were more quiet than 
they had previously been. Mr Van Buren wns now the political 
manager of the Albany regency, and he inculeated In his followers 
his peculiar system of management. He early concelved the Iden of 
bringing out General Jackson in opposition to Mr Adams, in 1528, 
and did not fail to conciliate, ns far as possible, the Clintonians, in 
order to forward his scheme. Mr. Clinton was well known to be a 
warm friend of General Jackson, and his support was worth gaining. 
None of these arrangements transpired until the 26th of September, 
1827, whon the Geneml Republican Committee of this city met at 
‘Tomany Hall and passed a resolution recommending their fellow- 
citizens, in thelr respective wards, to élect only such persona fn thelr 
committees as wore in favor of General Jackson as the next candidate 
for President. Major Noah soon after run up the name of the old 
hero at the head of the National Advocate, and in the election which 
followed he received twenty out of the thirty-four electoral votes to 
which this State was cntitled-—the electors being then chosen by dis~ 
tricts, and not by general ticket. Mr. Van Buren was elected Goy- 
‘ernor, in opposition to Smith Thompson ; but, upon General Jackson 
forming his cabinet in 1820, he-waa called by bim to the post of Sec- 
relury of State, Herv, by a judicious management of the well-known, 
difficulties growing out of the expulsion of the wife of Major Eaton, 
Seoretary of War, from social intercourse with the families of the 
other members of the cubinct, for some suppdsed irregularitics, he 
succeeded in establishing himself very firmly in the affections of the 
President. The General had declared, with all his constitutional 
yelemence, that he would be ‘* cut into inch pieces," before he would 
permit that lady to be injured by vile calumuies, and Mr, Van Buren 
‘appears to havo very shrewdly turned, the matter to some account 
in forwarding his chances for the succession. He very opportunely 
resigned in 1831, and, a4 early as 1834, was distinctly marked on the 
programme at ‘Tammany Hall ax the next democratic presidential 
candidate, About this time, all the discordant clementa of the oppo- 
site party, or opponents of General Jackson, assumed the name of 


whigs. § 
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‘On the 29th of October, 1885, a moeting to ratify the democratic 
nominations in the city for State officers was called at Tammany 
Hall. ‘The equal rights party was strongly opposed to some of the 
nominees, because it was alleged that they were in favor of the per- 
petuntion of bank monopolies. The doors had scarcely opened on 
the evening named, when that party rushed in, and Isaue J. Varian, 
who had been nominated for President of the meeting, was not 
allowed to take the chair. Jocl Curtis was nominated by the equal 
rights men, and a scene of confusion followed, equal, if not ahead, 
‘of anything of the kind that has ever occurred within the old wig- 
wam, The regular democrats were finally, by the force of overpow- 
ering numbers, driven from the room, and in the midst of the hab- 
bub some one turned off the gas and left the infuriated opponents of 
mowopoly to pursue their investigations in the dark. But, having 
obtained possession of the conservative democratic headquarters, 
ther were determined not to be driven awny casily. Accordingly, 
candies and Incifer or “* loco-foco'’ matches were obtained, and they 
soon produced a light which enabled them to proceed to business 
‘They adopted a ticket tosnit themselves, passed resolutions in accord 
ance with their principles, and adjourned. The Courier & Enquirer, 
next morning, dubbed the new party, which had made such a 
splendid coup d'état, by the name of ** loo0-fooos”'—which appellation 
‘was afterwards applied by the opposition to the whole demecratio 
party. 

‘This organization assumed a formidable footing for about two 
years, and caused considerable distraction in the ranks of the democ- 
acy. Moses Jncques—Mr. Leggett being cut off by an untimely 
death—became its most conspicuous leader, Among ita prominent 
members were Alexander Ming, Job Haskell, F. W. Byrdsall, Levi 
D. Slamm, A. F. Vache, Clinton Roosevelt, @. W. Mutsell, and Rob- 
tt Townsend, Jr. ‘Their headquarters were at the old Military. and 
Civic Hotel, formerly located on the southwest comer of the 
Bowery and Broome street. They went so far as to resolve that 
‘Tammany Society was not a democratic body, and that ite practices 
and usiges were injurious to republicanism. Many politicians, how= 
over, turned this party to account, and by a si-cdisant friendabip suc 
oveded in obtaining office by its aid, On February 13, 1897, an 
intensoly cold and extremely windy day, they held a meeting in the 
Park to take into consideration the high price of provisions, and 
from this gathering proceeded the mob which attacked the flour 
store of Eli Hart & Co., at Nos. 174 and 176 Washington street. 
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Discovery 30Ist, of Independence 78th, and of the Institution the 
65th." 

‘Members are proposed at one meeting, elected at the next, and 
Initiated at the next, If they fail to appear io the regular order 
named, they cannot come up again within three months.
